the Grand and moiſt Important 

Article of our Religion ; the 
Groand-work and Foundation of our Faith, 
Hope,and Expectation: 'T'o fix Men 1n the 
Belief of which, was the main Buſineſs, 
Deſign, and Province of the Apoſtles, as 


St Lake once and- again -has noted. 


This is aſſigned as the chief Reaſon of 
St Matthiasys admifſion into the Apoltle- 
thip, in the vacancy of Judas I/carzot ; 
thathe nught be a Witneſs of the Reſar- 
retion, Acts 1. 22. Andthe whole Col- 
ledge is frequently deſcribed by this 
Character, Wirnelſes of the Reſurretjon, 
AQs 2.32. 4.33% 16.41. and 4s 4. 2. - 
They Preached throwgh Jeſus the Reſurrets- 
on of the Dead: "Vhis was the fart, and 


great Argument of St. Peter's Sermon 


upon his/Infpiration, on che Day..of.Per- 


ticoft, which was attended with, the 

bleſſed ſuccefs.of the Conyerkton of: more 

than Three Thouſand Souls, AS: 2.141.

fions: In his Sermon to the People, 
Aﬀs 13. *tis interwoven through every 
Part: In his Diſputation with the moſt 
learned Philoſophers, the Epicaurears and 


Stoicks,in the moſt learned Univerſity of | 


the whole World, He Preached untothem 
Jeſus and the Reſurreftion, AQts 17. 18. 
In his conferences with the Scribes and 
the Phariſees, he Diſcourſes of the Hope 
and Reſurrettion of the Dead, Atts 23. 6. 
In ſhort, he keeps this Text and 'Theme 


{till before the \Rulers and Governors, . ! 


Felix, Feſtus, and Agprippa;, the Drift, 
Deſign, and Nerves ' of his Diſcourſes 
meet and concenter in-this great Article: 
Nay it ſeems plain. and undeniable that 
this was in a more peculiar and eſpecial 
wenn ay them in charge, by their 
great Maſter, who ordaiz'd them, as it 
is clearly intimated by St. Peter, Adis 
Io. 42. He commanded us to preach unto 
. the People, andtoteſtifie that it was he that 
was ordained of God to be Judge both of the 
Quick and of the Dead; the reaſon of this 
is viſible at the firſt glance, from the. re- 
peated Deſcription which St. Paul gives of 
the ReſurreQton: In one place he _—

The Hope and Reſurrettion, AQts 23. 6 
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in another, Acts 26. 6. The Hope of the 
Promiſe made of God unto our Fathers, 
unto which Promiſe our Twetve Tribes, in- 
ftantly ſerving God Day and Night, hope to 
come ; for which Hopes ſake, Kzng Agrip- 
pa, 1 am accuſed of the Jews: The Apo- 
ſtle in the words next, and immediately 
following, explains himſelf beyond all 
doubt. Why ſhouldit be thought a thing in- 
credible with you, that God ſhould Raiſe 
the Dead ? The Reſurrection then 
is, The Hope of the Promiſe, or rather the 
Reward hoped for at the Reſurrettion, 
which in truth is the Life, and Soul of 
Religion, the moſt effteQual and powerful 
motive to Piety, which makesevery good 
Man (notwithſtanding the- multitude of 
difficulties and diſcouragements, with 
which he is at preſent ſurrounded) in love 
with it, and ingages him chearfully and izn- 
7ovably in God's Service. The encourag- 
ments of all our actions and labours here is 
the expeRation of ſomewhat lovely which 
attends them in the end : Whereforedoth 
the Ploughman Sweat and Toil, -Dig and 
Detve, engage carly and late 1n the, pain- 
ful labours of Husbandry through the 
whole Circuit of, it, Is.it not becauſe he 
has a proſpect of -a joyful; Harycit ; whey 
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the Vallies ſhall ſtand fothick with Corn, that 
they ſhall laugh ' and Sing, Pal. 65. ult. 
W herefore doth the Soldier run through 
ſo many Hardſhips, engage in ſo many 
Difficulties, expoſe himſelf to fo many 
imminent. Dangers? What think you ? 
are not the conſiderations of the Richt 
Spoils, the Glorious Viftory and Trinmph , 
on the other ſide of this Scene. of P/ood 
bury. av and Death , - the ſtrong Mag- 


 zeticksto draw him on ?. Can it be ima- 


gined that the Combatant at the Ohm- 


picks would put himſelf at the expence 


of that Oyl, Exerciſe and Pains, which 
are indiſpenſibly neceſſary to his Cha- 
racer, were it not for the allurement of 
that Crows: atithe end of the Goal, which 
appears in his Eye moſt beautiful and 
charming. wo 
Take away the ReſurreQion, and 
you cut aſunder the Nerves and Lip atares 
of Religion, ſecure it and you have ſet it 
up ; the denial of this ſhocks, and over- 
turns the orher Articles of our Faith. The 
Eſtabliſhment of it fixes them : This T 
take to be the Import of the Hope of the 
Promiſe, and Iam confirmed in it from 
the uſe of the Hebrews, who were wont 
to call the ReſurreQion the Seculum Mer- 
cedss, the great time of Recompenſe. n | 
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This Argument is profeſſedly and larg- 
ly handled by the Apoſtle, in 1 Coy. 15. 
on both ſides ; where from the Negative, 
he acknowledges the Folly, the VYapzty, 
the Madneſs of preaching, ſetting up for, 
or pretending to Religion ; then 2. e. if 
this great Truth labour, all that is built 
on.it:muſt of courſe fall to the ground ; 
then is our Preaching Vain, our Faith Vain : 
The great Heralds of the Goſpel arc 
Falſe Witneſſes, we are 4n our Sins: Then 


thoſe that are fallen afleep in Chrift are 


periſhed. "The Apoſtle goes on,ver. 19. {f 
zu this life only we have hope in Chriſt, we are 
þ all Men moſt miſerable. Whereas Ghri- 
Hans, witha ſuppoſition of a Reſurrection 


and the. immedate attendants of it, muſt 


be confe(s?d to take the beſt, and the 
wiſeſt courſe, to have the ſtart ' and ad- 
vantage of all Mankind beſides: "The - 
contrary does moſt juſtly charge them 
with weakneſs, folly, and diftraction ; 
and in the proſecution of the Argument, 


he plainly lays.open the Reaſons of the 


ſame, wer. . 29. Flſe what ſhall they do bat 
are Baptized for the dead, if the dead riſe 
not at all; why are they then Baptized for 


the dead, and.mby ſtand ye in jepordy every 


hour? [The-true antent and meaning of 


which place -(withovt engaging tn tho

Intricacies and Difhculties of it, which 
is a thing excentrick to my preſent pur- 
poſe) TI take to be this. To what end do 
Men tye themſelves up to the ſtrict Ob- 
ſervations of this Way of Worſhip, and 
willingly expoſe themſelves to all man- 
ner of Batcheries, to moſt cruel Tortures, 
Racks, and Deaths? If there be no Re- 
ſarreftion, this way is the moſt ſenſleſs 
and ridiculous : If fo, the Saints were 
Fools, the Martyrs were Fools, thoſe that 
crucified their Bodies by the ſeverities 


of Mortification and Self-denial, muſt be 


confeſſed weak intheir intelleQuals ; and 
thoſe that expos'd themſelves to Fire and 
Fagoot, to the Torments of the Amphi- 
theatre , the moſt Cruel and Barbarous 
uſages which Men or Devils' could in- 
vent to treat them with, were egregi- 
ouſly deceived and deluded. The Apo- 
{tle brings home the Src to him- 
ſelf, wer. 21, 32. I proteſt by your rejoycin 
which I =o ”, C Wit 417 our Lord, ? 
die daily; If after the manner of Men 1 
have fought with Beaſts at Epheſus, what 
advantageth it me if the dead riſe not ? Let 
us Eat and Drink, for to morrow we ate; 
where the Apoſtle counting his PraQtiſe, 
his Perils, his Sufferings, readily . grants 
all theſe to be miſtakes and A 
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without the ReſurreCtion ; and prefers 
the Doctrine and Praiſe of the Epicure 
before it. To what end ſhould Men 
Faſt, Watch, and Pray, and deny them- 
ſelves the injoyments of this World, 
keep under their Bodtes, and bring them 
into ſubjection? To what end ſhould Men 
indure the contradictions of Sinners ? To 
whar end ſhould Men expoſe themſelves 
to all the hardſhips, and miſufages of 


Adea-ef a2 wicked and barbarous World 


if there be no ReſurreCttion 2 But on the 
contrary, to our everlaſting Comfort 
and Encouragement, he aſſures us of a 
ReſurreQion ; and That a moſt glorious 
one too, which is the grand Subject of 
the remaining part of the Chapter ;_ on 
which, as on a Foundation impothble 
to be ſhaken, he endeavours to tix the 
Faith and PraQice of the Corinthians, 
and with them, of all that embrace this 
Holy Profeſſion : Wherefore, my belowed 
Brethren, be ſteadfaſt, immovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, foras- 
much as you krow that your labour is not 
in vain inthe Lord: Go on with Courage, 
Reſolution, and Perſeverance, in the con- 
ſcientious diſcharge of your Proteſſion, 
aſſuring ycur ſelves that there are Golden 


Remains of goodneſs, and incomparable

CHAP. Il. 


Owever this great Article of our 
Faith, hath met with ill treatment 

inthe World; it has in a great meaſure 
been made the Scoff, Deriſion,and Laugh- 
zer of Mankind , the ſubje&t of the 
aſtime of the Scoramer*s Chair, When 
t. Paul at Athens preach'd it up, he was, 
by the learned Profeſſors and Philoſo- 
phers, there called Babbler,/and a ſetter up 
of ſtrange Gods for his pains, AQts 17. 18, 
nor did it find 2 kinder Reception among 
the People ; for ſo we are expreſly told, 
ver. 32, When they heard of the Reſurretti- 
on of the Dead, ſome mocked, others ſaid 
we will hear thee again of this matter. N ei- 
ther had it a more civil fate among the 
Governors, for upon this account Feſtus 
declares him beſide himſelf, and pro- 
nounces him mad, As 26. 24. The 
great Naturaliſt has given his opinion 
much after the ſame rate, - aud has con- 
faaently avery'd it to be beyond the power 9 
Pa & ; Goa

God himſelf to bring it to paſs. Nat. Fiſt. 
lib. 7. cap. 7, The great Emperor and 
Apoſtate Juliaz, though he generally 
ridiculPd all the Doctrines of our Religi- 
on ; yetthis more eſpecially. The inge- 
nious, though Atheiſtical Dz2/opift makes 
himſelf merry more than once upon this 
ſubject. Tt would be too tedious to re- 
count the like behaviour of Porphery and 
Celſas, and other the profeſſed adverſa- 
ries of Chriſtianity, in this matter: T 
ſhall therefore give it you in a mp and 
whole-ſale from the known Teſtimonies of 
Tertullian and St. Auſtin ; The firft | tells 
us, there was not one feCt of Philofophers 
whatſoever but oppos'd tt: The hft 
aſlures us, There was no one point of ohr - 
Religion ſo vehemently, ſo pertinatiouſly, 
fo ſtifly, ſo contentionſly rejefted, they en- 
tertain?d ſome other Dofrines with refpeft 
and favour ; but for this of the Reſurretti- 
01, they are not meal-month'd, they no ſooner 
hear it but it raiſes their indignation, they 
inſtantly reje&, cenſure, condemn it, aud 
with open mouth boldly proclaim it impoſſi- 
ble,in Pſal, 88. | 
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CHAP. II. 


| Otwithſtanding all thoſe Sarchaſms 

and Contradictions of Sinners, this 
Heavenly Dodrine is fixt on immovable 
Foundations, and will, and muſt ſtand 
impregnable amidſt all the ſhocks and 
aſſaults made againſt it : *Tis built 0» 4 
Rock, againſt which the Gates of Hell ſhall 
#ot prevail, We are as ſtrongly ſecur'd 
here as of any one Article of our Faith, 
and that without being beholden to the 
Ladicrous ſtories of the Jews, or the 1ale 
and Fabulous Reports of Pinto and the 
Fleathens, which do the DoCtrine no 
kindneſs, but diſſervice rather. ?Tis 
I on the unanimous "Teſtimonies 
of the Fathers, of the Councils, of the 
Creeds: The plain and undeniable Autho- 
rities of the Old, and more eſpecially 
the New Teſtament. The word and Pro- 
miſe of an Alkzowing , Infallible, Om- 
zipotent God. So that all, orat leaſt the 
moſt conſiderable ObjeCtions that have 
been brought againſt it, are daſhd in pie- 
cesand laid even with the Dult; from the 
conſideration of the Veracity and Alſufh- 


ciency of that God, who has bound _ 
| - 
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ſelf and his Attributes for the perfor- 
mance. 

T am not ignorant how many learned 
and ingenious Men have taken much 
pains to folve,from the principlef Philo- 
ſophy, the Arguments brought againſt it. 
I honour and admire them for their pre- 
formances ; but T muſt freely.ſay, I much 
queſtion whether the attempts of _this 
kind come up to the point, whether they 
are not too low and inferiour to giye it 
fatisfa&tion. 4s 

My Reaſon is this, "The: ReſurreQion 
is confeſſed by all to be a work above Na- 
ture, and how 1t can: be. made out by 
Natural  Philoſophy,-. I cannot . under- 
ſtand. od vom: We . 

Our Reaſon muſt be beholding to Re- 
velation in this matter, and call. in.the 
aſſiſtance of Faith, without which there 
can beno Aſſurance. In ſhort, tit | we 
believe the Creation, I cannot ſee any 
ftambling block here, . that Power who 
made the World and Maa at firſt, out of 
nothing, muſt be readily acknowledged 
able to raiſe him from the Grave, and to 
joyn together the ſcattered Particles of his 
diſſolved Body. The. one ſeems more 
eaſie than the other : "This -is the great, 
the Common Argument of the a" 

an 
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and has without doubt been more ef- 
fetual to the purpoſe than a Cart-load of 
Chimical Experiments, than all the notions 
of the moſt ſubtile Philoſophers. But this 
T have faid to make way to my Defien, 
which is to enquire into the ſtrength of 
the Argument for the Reſurrection from 
a principle of Juſtice ; In which I ſhall 
take this Method,

CHAP. IV. 


HE State of the Argument mn 
' | ſhort is, The Body. and the Soul 
are-here joyned together as ſbayrers in -- 
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the Concerns and Attions of this Lifes 
which is a ſtate of Probation, and theres 
fore they are to ſtand or fall togerher in 
the next, which is a ſtate of Remunerd- 
tov. The Body of the Saint and Good 
Man concurs with his Soul in the-exercife 
of Vertue and Piety in this World ; and 


\ can there be any thing more equitable 


than that they ſhould be joyned roges 
ther in that which is to come? On the 
the other hand, the Body of the Sinner 
muſt be allowed a Partzer with the Soul 
in Evil; andis there not all the reafonia 
the World that it ſhould ſtand forth at the 
Bar, and be joyned with it in the puniſh- 
ment? "The contrary muſt be pronounced 
downright Injuſtice, Can we have fuch 
hard thoughts of the moſt Reghreons 
Judge, that he ſhould admit ' the Soul 
of the Martyr upon his diſlolution,to that 
Glorious Crows which he has promiſed 
in the higheſt Heavens ; and mean while 
have no regard to the Crucihed Tor- 
tured, Body that has born the heat and bar- 
then of the Day ;, been the ſaddeſt Patient 
in all the Tragedy ; but ſuffer it to he 
neglected in the Grave? Ut. How can 
we mmagine that the Soul of the Repro- 
bate ſhould be condemned 'to the Tior- 
ments of Tophet, tor thoſe {insitconmit- 

ted

ted in conjuntion with the Body ; and 
that the Body it ſelf ſhould eſcape ſcot- 
free, ſeep undiſturbed in the Grave, and 
neither know nor feel any thing of thoſe 
Flames, In this caſe have we not reaſon 
tocry out with the Prophet Malachy, 2.17: 
Where 4s the God of Judgement? Por 
Juſtice carries in [the very Nature of it 
a due and impartial diſtribution of Re- 
wards and Paniſhments, If two work 
together, both have a right tothe Wa- 
ges ; *tis downright injuſtice to give all 
ro-One, and nothing to the Other. This 
is the ſubſtance of the Argument, of 
which I muſt take leave further to ac- 
quaint the Reader, that it has been the 
great, the ſtanding Argument of all pers 
{waſions of Men in all Ages : In the firſt 
place I affirm this was the great reafon 


which the Jews {till uſedand applyed to. 


the ſame purpoſe. I would not boaſt of 
what I have not, I cannot pretend to 
Rabbinical Learning ; yet I am ſure of 
what I aſſert, becauſe many learned Men 
have told me ſo, and. I have ſeen Maimo- 
zides their ſecond Solomoy, their Renowned 
Epitomizer in Latin; and many times met 
with the famous Fable of the Rabbirs, 
which becauſe it comes home and pat to 
the purpoſe, I here inſert : There was 4 


great | 
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great Lord who planted a delicious Garde, 
wherein he placed two Keepers, a Blind Max 
and a Lame Man, that he might be ſecure of 
his Fruit on all hands; but (o-it was that 
after ſome time he found himſelf Robb'd : He 
charges the Kyepers with the Theft; they 
both offer very plauſible excuſes ; the Blind 


. Man pleads he could not ſee the Fruit, and 


therefore could not Steal it: The Lame 
Man alledges the Infirmity of his Feet he could 
not reach it, and ſo could not take it away: 
At laſt the fallacy was found oat, viz. "Twas 
done by the mutual combination of | both: 
The Blind Man takes the Lame Man on his 
back, by whoſe direition and aſſiſtance he is 
guided io the Trees, lifted up to the Fruit, 
and fo enabled to take it away ;, whereupon 
the Maſter after all their excuſes, to no. pur- 
poſe, gives them their doom ; Both were 
1oyned in the Sin, and Both muſt ſhare 
in the Punzſhment, This is the caſe of 
the Body and the Soul, ſfaiththe. Jewiſh 
Maſters: The one a&s in conjunRion 
wath the other ; one could not Sin with- 
out the other, and therefore. both muſt 
ſtand and fall together ; And IT cannot for- 
bear to add, Nec Lex eſt juſtior ulla, 

2, I do affirm this to be the conſtant, 
proteſt, moſt ſolemn reaſon,, moſt often

moſt, if not all the Fathers without ex- 
ception. The Learned and vaſtly read 
Author in his Elaborate Treatiſe, has given

mediately Cenſares and Congenms it in the 
words following, Pag.210.Tf weſerfoufly azzd, 
impartially conſider this Aſſertion,we ſhall find 
tt not to be trae,and he gives us thole Rea- 
ſons for it; xft, To ſpeak properly the Bo:iy is 
not capable either of. __ or doing Well, it 
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is only the inſtrument of the Soul, and the 
Arm that ſtabs, ſins nomore than the Sword; 
"tis the Soul only that is the Marderer : Nei- 
ther 2dly, 1s the Body capable of Re- 
wards or Puniſpments, tis the Soul that is 
ſenſible: Nothing but what 1s ſenſible 
only,can be capable of Rewards and Puniſh- 
ments. 3dly, If it be injuſtice in God, to 
Puniſh the Soul alone without the Boy, 
in Conjunttion with which ſhe committed the 
Sin; then all the Matter which conſtituted 
the Body when the ſeveral Sins were commit- 
zed, muſt be raiſed again ana reunited tn 
the Soul, for if ſome, why not all?

'Tis likewiſe granted that the Body with- 
out the Soul, 1s a Dull, Stupid, :Sen{elefs 
Clod of Earth, a Stinking Carcaſs, a Sink 
of Rottenneſs and Corruption, uncapa- 
ble of Acting, Doing, Suffering,  In- 
pying all whatſoever, or more than the 
Dottor can ſuggeſt ; but in a/ ftate of 
Conjun@tion with the Soul, *tis'tar other- 
wiſe, ſo that'it injoys Liſe, Senſe, and 
Motion ; ſhares and ingages with it in 
all its concerns : Sothat in the two frft 
Reaſons there'is a manifeft Fallacy of Di- 
vition, Which runs through every -:part; 
viſible to every common Eye; : ants: no 

ſooner detvrred, but the'whole Fabriok of 
| 1K 3 his 
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his ſubtile Argumentation ſinks, .and falls 
even with the duſt : Though the Body a- 
lone cannot, yet in conjunction with the 
Soul, it may, When a Noble Lord 
takes to Wife one of the meaneſt Ex- 
traction who has no pretenſions of her 
own, to any thing that 15s great; yet up- 
on her Marriage ſhe is Dignified and In- 
dowed, with all the Privileges of her 
Right Honourable Spouſe : "This, as near 
as I can repreſent it, is the Caſe of the 
Soul and Body : 'The Heaven-born 
Bridegroom ſtoops tothe Earth for a 
Partner ; Advances, Exalts the Beggar, 
confers Life, Senſe, Motion on her ; ad- 
mits herto Bed and Board, allows her a 
{ſhare in all his Diexities and Injoyments, 
The Body without the Soul can neither 
Sin nor do Well : Butthe happy wedlock 
has ennobled this piece of Clay, and em- 
powered it in conjunCtion to at&t with it, 
So that I fancy the Dactor tobe under a 
miſtake, when he calls the Body only.the 
Inſtrument of the Soul: :;'Certainly *tis 
more, ''tis an eſſential Part, and the Man 
can as well be without the Soul as with- 
aut the Body ; to call the Body therefore 
an inſtrument; 15 too low a Term, when 
*tis manifeſtly the Colkegue and Companion 
of the Soul, and together with it, conſti- 
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tutes theGreat Prince and Lordof the Crea- 
tion That challenge the moſt Acute of 
Philoſophers to give me the definition of 
a Man without a Bo'i'y : Nec caro ſee 
anima Homo, que poſt exilium Cadaver eff, 
faith Tertullian, Fhe Soul without the 
Body is no more the Man, than the Body 
without the Soul. Ti then it muſt be ac- 
knowledged a Phyſical, Inaijpenſible Prin- 
ciple of his con{tictution, the one half of 
the MVian; Wha: a diiparagement 1s it 
to call it an Tzſtrurmezt only ? Now that 
it is fo, the Learned Dotor himſelf ex- 
preſiy tells us, Pap. 218. "Ti a great 
miſtake to imao ine that the Identity or Same- 
neſs of Man conſifts wholy tz the Samentjs 
of the Sort; if FEuphorbus, Homer, az 
Ennius had had one aad the ſame Soul, 
yet they would not havebeen one and the ſame, 
bat three diſtin Men. It ſeems then 1t 
is the conſt:#uting, the rfſeatial, and moſt 
diftinguiſhts2 Principle, 1t can make three 
| Men of one Soul ; and fo by conſequence 
threeſcore: And how worthily *tis called 
an Inſtrument only, let the World judge. 
I conteſs tis often by Philotophers and 
Divines ſet out by this Exprefzon, 7 -e 
Inſtrument of the Soul, 9 denote, as I 
ſuppoſe, the iranſcendence exccllency ct 
the Soul above it, and all that Life, 
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Senſe, and AQtivity it can pretend to, as 
derived from the Soul, and dependent on 
it ; yet, That it is more than an Inftru- 
ment, 1s acknowledged by the Learned 
Author, who calls it pag. 198. The Col- 
legue and Companion of the Soul ; and 
pag 204. Her old Acquaintance ; and 1s un- 
deniably proved from 1 Cor. 6. 18. He 
that comitteth Fornication Sinneth againſl 
his own Body : Here it is manifeſtly a Party, 
and fo interpreted and underſtood by 
Commentators on the place. The like 
might be obſerved of other fins, as of 
Gluttony, Drunkenneſs, &c. which are 
properly called the Luſts or S:zs of the 
Fleſh. © But *tis farther ObjeCted, That 
the Arm that tabs, ſins no-more than the 
Sword. Here then is a good plea for Cri- 
 minals at the Bar, and *tis much it has 
never been made uſe of: but T believe 
the Homicide ſuſpects that it would do him 
no kindneſs; it would be received by 
the Court with Lazghter, and rejected 
with Scory and Indignation ; and reaſon 
00d, for the Sword is a Tool in its ſelf 
Tanocent and Harmleſs, *tis the Arm that 
weilds it, that impreſles it, that "gives it 
Force and Vigoar to deſtroy ; fo that if to 
oratifie the Objettion, 'we allow the 
Arm to be an Inſtrument, yet that it 1s 
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no more concerned in the Ad«#er than 
the Sword, is notoriouſly falſe, beeauſe 
the one 1s a dead, the other a living 1z- 
ftrument ; and there muſt be a vaſt diffe- 
rence between theſe. The Arm conſt- 
dered a-part, is no more able to kill, than 
the Sword ; nay, lefs able, becauſe that 
has not fo fit a diſpoſition to pierce thro? 
the Bowels as the other, being made a- 
cute for that purpoſe : But the Arm uni- 
ted to the Body has Strength, Vigonr, 
Motion in every part, and muſt be al- 
lowed the true- efficient Cauſe ' of the 


Murther ; whereas the other is the 


Means, the Weapon to effe& it : And 
here alſo the Fallacy. of Diviſion is very 
plain and viſible. on 
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| UT the ObjeFor adds, *Ti the Soul 
only that is the Murtherer, If it be 

lo, TI wonder then what the TJaadpe, 
Jary , and Executioner, the Gaol, or 
Gallows have to ſay or do to the Body ; if 
it be ſo, there is an horrible Scene of 
Injuſtice all the World over ; if ſo, De- 
lirant Reges, plecuntur Achivi, was not 
- the ſingle Caſe of the poor Grec/ars, 
who weat to pot for the Miſcarriages of 
their Generals, but the common and de- 
Plorable Fate of all Mankind, Certainly 
if the Soul only be the Murtherer, the 
Body 1s free, ought not to be touch'd, _is 
by all Laws whatſoever, diſcharg'd both 
from the Guilt and Puniſhment of that 
Crime in which it had no hand. For 
as tis Injuſtice on one fide, not to pu- 
niſh the Guilty ; ſo tis no leſs on the 
other to puniſh the [znocent, If this 
nas Notion of the Philoſopher could 
made good before the Berch, it would 
bring him in more Gain than all the Pre- 


ferments beſide : But alas,. this nail will 
never 
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never drive, He will never be able ta 
perſwade the World of the truth of it, 
And indeed it does exceedingly labour ; 
For, *tis not the Sow, but *tis the Max 
that 1s the Marderer, And here alfois a 


manifeſt Tazg of the old Sophiſm, True 


indeed, the Soul is the firſt, chief, and 
principal Acor in the Tragedy, but we 
can by no means excuſe the ourward Part. 
*T'is the Soul that beſtows 'on the Body 
Life, and Sexſe, without which it could 
not poſſibly lay clatm to either ; and e- 


ven here *tis R/azculozxs to imagine, that 


the more Spiritual and noble Part,uſes the 
Terreſtrial and earthy, as a Tool and Mr: 
chine, an Inſtrument only, - 5. ce: bares 
ly agitates and moves it, 4s the 'Snarl 
does his Shell ; the Watermaz his Boat 3 
the Rzder his Horſe.; the Fencing-Mafter 
his Weapon ; the Man his. Cloaths. . Nb, 
this has been ſufficiently exploded by this 
Philoſophers and Schoolmen, wr the: celes 
brated Queſtion on the preſent Subject, 
being . by Both, conftantly miaintamet 10 
the Negative, The Soul, durmg its Re- 
ſidence with its beloved Bride, is liberal 
in his Endowments towards her, ( as in 
the foregoing Compatiſon) furniſhes and 
ſets her up with great Accompliſhnenrs, 
beſtows Sexſe, Vigour, Ativity, Percept i- 
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oz on her, ſo that derivatively ſhe has ' 
the Benefit, Uſe, and Enjoyment of all 
theſe. This is a Doctrine d1{putable; and 
I believe will not go down with all ; but 
for the Truth of it, T appeal to the Senſe 
of Mankind, and for its Support IT briefly 
offer theſe Conſiderations. 1. The Soul 
diffuſes it ſelf through every Part of the 
Body, according to the known Maxim 
of the great Peripatetick, and certainly to 
no other purpoſe, but to beſtow its Laree/- 
fes. The Vegetable Soul gives Life to c- 
very Particle of the Plazt or Tree, and 
the Rational Soul cannot be ſuppoſed to 
be leſs /beral, 2. ?Tis undeniable, that 
there is a mutual and reciprocal Influence of 
each toward other. T haSoul impreſſes 
the Body ; on © other hand, That im- 
preſſes the Soul. The loving Pair mat 
ally give and receive from each other ; 
the noble Spouſe makes his Brzde the ge- 
nerous Preſents ſo often mentioned ; She, 
on the other hand, guides and directs the 
Soul in his Behaviour ; according to the 
known Axiome 5 Mores anime fequrtutur 
temperamentum corporis, which 1 conteſs I 
do not underſtand, unleſs it come home 
to the purpoſe. The different Coxſtituti- 
Ons vos Complexions of .our Bodies have 
a powerful influence on our Souls, and 


do, 
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do, in a great meaſure, over-rule and com-s 
mand them. This 1s allowed by all, and 
manifeſtly appears in the Behaviour of 
Childrex ſuitable to their Progenitors : 
They do, for the moſt part, follow their 
Wy, and tread in their Steps, The Bo- 
dy is the perpetual Difator , and pre- 
{cribes to_the Soul the Manner and” Me- 
thod of its Government. 'Thus, accord- 
ing to the peculiar Compoſure of the 
outward, we find the Diſpolitions of the 
inward Man, He in whom the ſangnine 
Complexion 18 predominant, proclaums his 
Conſtitution by his Port and Actions, 1s 
Bold, Conrag ions, Magparnimons and Hero- 
ick ; whereas the Cholerick Man tefls the 
World what he is made of, - by his Pee- 
viſhneſs and Petulancy : And ſoinall other 
Caſes as all here agree. And leaſt the Su- 


fpicion of Tradzetion which prevails with 


tome, ſhould enervate the force of the 
Argument, 'T'o put it altogether without 
diſpute, I lay down this as an undenia- 
ble Poſition, That the Manners of Chil. 
dren are not only influenced by their Pa- 
rents, but Nurſes too. "The Conceſhons 
of Philoſophers, Phyſiciaxs, and confirmed 
Experiexce of all, do give me a. Superſe- 
eas here, and pronounce the Proof of 
it altogether needleſs. There 1s a Curi-

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bus Diſſertation in Aulus Gellius, lib. 12; 
tap. 1, of Favorinus the Philoſopher on 
this Subjeft, to a Noble Woman, perſwa- 
ding her to give ſuck to her own Chil; . 

and not endanger the corrupting of his | 
Manners by a ſtrange Milk. The Dil- 
courfe is ſo fall, excellent, and zervoas, that 
I can hardly forbear to tranſcribe it ; and 
whereunto, for full Satisfattion I refer the 
Reader. 3. That the Body is endowed 
with Life and Sexſation,is undeniable from 
the common and daily Experience of it in 
every part : Even the Extream Parts are 
endued with a ready and moſt exquiſite 
* Senſation, And, 4. the Truth of it is 
abundantly confirmed from this uſual Ex- 
periment, 'That if at any time there hap- 
pens a Sphacelins, a Mortification 1n any ex- 
treme part, inſtantly there 1s recourſe to

Here again we are aſſaulted with the 
old Paralopiſm, and therefore muſt dif- 
miſs it with the fame Anſwer. The 
Body without the Soul is capable of nei- 
ther Rewards nor Pauniſhments ; but in 
Conjunction with it is exquiſitely ſenſi- 
ble, and enjoys either. What have we 
to do to conſider the Body in a ſeparate 
State ? This is foreign, inpertinent, and 
beſide the Argument in all reſpe&s. Our 
Diſpute lies about the, Good or - Evit that 
Men do in this Life, and that Remwne- 
ration which according to their Deſerts, 
ſhall attend them at the Reſurre#ies : 
In both which the whole Man, is con- 
cerned, and not, one part ; ame * tha 


ody _ 
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Body without the Soul, nor the Soul 
without the Body, but both in Conjun- 
Qtion. And though I will not deny; 
That the Soul while in the Body, may, 
and does ſometimes act Abſtrattively, 
without the Concarrexce of the Body, in 
a Spiritual and Intellectual Manner, in 
good or bad Deſires, Cogitations, and Con- 
trivances, Which are by the Philoſophers 
calld Immanent Atts;and ſo by conſequence 
has a ſeparate, diſtin&# Enjoyment of Plea- 
fare or Pain, according to the Reſult and 
Nature of them , wholly peculiar to its 
ſelf, and altogether 7-dependent from the 
Body ; yet all other Rewards and Pu- 
niſhments here, are conferred on the 
Soul by the Mediation of the Body ; fo. 
far is the ObjeRion from being true, as 
that the contrary is undeniable. As the 
Body is beholden to the Soul for the 
Capacity of Rewards and Puniſhments, fo 
all the Rewards or Puniſhments that are 
or can be placed on ' the Soul in this 
Life, are owing to the Body, without 
which *tis altogether impoſſible it ſhould 
be inveſted with either. How. is the 
Soul of the moſt Gntarving Courtier pre- 
terr'd, but by the Body ? How is the 
Soul of the Valiant Soldier advanc'd to 
higher Dignity of Command, but by 


the 
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the Body ? How is the Soul of the Leay- 
zed Dottor bleſ(sd with Plurality of Pre- 
ferments in the Charch and Univerſity, |; 
but by the Body ? And fo in all other 
Caſes whatſoever. On the other hand, 
the ſame 15no leſs viſible in the Diſtributi- 
on of Puniſhments : How is the Soul of 
the Malefafor brought to ſuffer, but by 
the Body ? Ask the Priſoner in the Dux- 
eon, with his heavy Load of Fetters on, 
how the Place and Irons come to affe&t 
his Soul; he will readily: tell thee, *Tis 
by the Body, Ask the petty Thief at the 
the Carr's Tay!, how his Spiritual Parr 
does rue for his Tranſgreſſion,. and he'll 
tell thee, *tis by the painful Srripes in- 
flicted on his Back, Ask the Man thar 
has undergone the Shame and Torment 
of the Hot Iron, how the principal Aftor 
1n the Crimze comes to have a ſhare, he 
will immediately by his woful Expert- 
ence reſolve the Queſtion, viz. by the 
fcandalous Stigma in his Hand or Cheek ; 
which to his Anguiſh he has felt, and ro 
his Diſgrace muſt retain. In ſhort, Ask 
the Man in the Carr, tyed with the ta- 
tal Hatter, and juſt ready to be turd 
over, how the firſt and chief Contriver 
of the Offence for which he is condem- 


ned, is brought to ſuffer, and he can give 
D thee 
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thee no other Anſwer. The Soul is a 
Spiritual, Intellectual, Inviſible Being, no 
way ſubjeCt to the Pleaſare, or Furiſdiiti- 
on of any Power on Earth ; 'tis no way 
capable of the Preferment of a Palace, 
nor of the Confinemens of a Priſon, but 
above, and out of the Reach of both, and 
can have no Colour of pretence to any 
Rewards or Puniſhments whatſoever, at 
preſent, (excepting thoſe before mention- 
ed) but in Conjuntion with, and by 
the Mediation of the Body. In Conclu- 
ſion, our Anſwer here is, *Tis neither 
the one nor the other, in a d:v:aed or fe- 
parate Senſe, that has a Claim or Title to 
Rewards or Puniſhments here ;*tis the Com- 
poſitum, the Soul and Body in Union and 
Conjunition together ; 2.e. *tis the Man 
that can challenge this : And as for an 
Anſwer to the Obje#ton, with reference 
to the Body after the Reſurrection, (which |} 
is the main Subje# of the preſent Diſ- } 
courſe) if the Body be not capable of Re- 
wards or Puniſhments, T would fain have 
the Learned Dr. to tell me, what doth the 
Body of the Saint in Heaven, or what 
makes the Body of the Reprobate in Hell? | 
Sure I am, becauſe ſo taught by Chriſt | 
himſelf, as two Evargeliſts have record- 
Ed It ( Matt. 10. 28, Las. 12, 4.) _ 
en 
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Men are able to kill the Body, and God © 
able to deſtroy both Body and Soul, Now 
you'cannot be ſaid, with any Congruity 
of Speech, to kill that which has no 
Senſe,. no Life ; and what 1s liable to be 
deitroy'd in Hell-fire muſt be allow'd ca- 
pable of Puniſhment, and by unavoid- 
able Conſequence, of Sz, whereof this 
is the Wages. In ſhort, this ſacred Au- 
thority lays the Axe to the Root of the 
two firt Objetions, and fells them to the 
Ground. If the Body can be #:{”d, can be 
deſtroy'd in Hell-fire ; it cannot be deny'd 
to be ſenſible, capable of ſinning, of doing 
well, of Rewards and Paniſhmeats, AV 
theſe are manifeſtly imply'd here. 
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CHAP. VII 


"FT "Hat our Bodies are more then In- 
ſtruments only,- is a Truth that 
clearly ſhines forth from the Make and 
Creation of them. Man was brought 
into the World laſt of all, and therefore 
muſt be acknowledg'd the moſt perfec? 
and compleat of all the Creatures ; He is 
upon this account, called by the Philo- 
fophers, the Mzcrocoſm, the Little World, 
the Epitome of the Greater : And tho” the 
 Fabrick of all others,(tho? never ſo mean) 
muſt be own'd to be ſtuperdons ; yet 
there is certainly ſomewhat in Mumang 
Bodies ſurpaſſing and tranſcendent ; if not 
in the Matter, yet in the Marzer and [7- 
are of *em. The Conſultation of the 
y tir Trinity about this Aﬀair, imports 
ſomewhat ſingular ; a ProduQ more than 
ordinary, ---- Come, Let us make man, (Gen. 
I. 26.) the Prince, the Emperor of all the 
reſt. 'This is taught us1n that paſſage of 
_ Elihu in Job 33.4. The ſpirit of God hath 
made me, and the breath of the Almighty 
hath given me life. The Expreſſion ele- 
EE gantly 
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gantly notes the Exad7neſs of his Frame : 
Man is the Mzaſter-piece of the Creatzon, 
(as his immortal Commentator ( Cary } 
has obſerv?d'. Our Bodies are Temples 
built, and Temples ſanttifyd : A living 
Man , Genef, 2. 7. Maz became a living 
Soul : And upon this account the Royal 
P/almi5t breaks forth into this ſublime 
Rapture, P/al. 139.14. I will praiſe thee, 
for I am fearfully and wonderfully made : 
marvellous are thy Works, azd that my Soul 
knoweth right well, My ſubſtance was not 
hid from thee though I were maae in ſecret, 
and curioufly wroue ht in the loweit parts of 
the earth ; Thine Eyes did ſee my ſubſtance 
et being imperfect, and in thy Book were 
all my members written, which day by day 
were faſhioned, when as yet there were none 
of them. ----. The Fabrick of Man is of all 
other the moſt exquiſite: This the Great 
Mr ter of 'Phyſick has prozeſſedly aflert- 
ed, in a moſt Admirable Treatiſe of 17 
Books ; which Gaſſendzs thinks was 
penn'd with a Spirit of Ezthaſiaſm, for 
the Refutation of the Arheiſtical Do- 
ctrines of Eprcaras : and rhe Mirrovr of 
of Learning, ( Orig. Sacr. lib. 3. capt.) 
calls it the Hundred and nineteenth Pſalm 
in Philoſophy ;- or, A perpetual Hyma' in; 
Praiſe of the Great Creator ; a juſt Come 
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mentary on the former Paſſage of the Pal. 
mit, ” The ds Mis : 4 full Uo 
pregnant Demonſtration of a Dezty, to 
which end *tis apply*d by that znmcompa- 
rable Prelate, who thereupon thinks it' 
ſtrange that Phyſicians of all Men ſhould 
be Atheiſts; who from the Subject of 
their Science have powerful Arguments 
to the contrary. When we ſhall conſi- 
der the admirable Contrivance of Man's 
Body, the carious Formation of all its 
Parts, in order to the various Deſigns, 
Services, and Uſes of *em ; its aſtoniſh- 
ing, and innumerable Excellencies, me- 
thinks we ſhould account them more - 
than barely Inſtruments. 'T he Philoſo- 
phers and Divines have entertain'd No- 
bler Sentiments of it : 'They have pro- 
claim'd it aloud to be the Oze half of that 
finiſhing+ Piece, which came laſt out of 
the Almighty® hands ; the Ore half of 
him, for whoſe ſake and ſervice all. o- 
thers were made ; the Ore half of him, 
who had the Dzgnity to be Lord over 
all ; who by his Frame, Endowments, 
and Advantages, is direted to devote, 
and conſeerate his Whole Self, all that 
he has, or is, to the Honour and Glory of 
his bountiful Maſter, EET >": M8 
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2. But if this Conſideration will not 
do, let us for a while- contemplate the 
Aſſumption, the Incarnation of our Bleſ- 
ſed Saviour, He took ſuch a Natare as 
Ours , ſuch a Body as ours, with all its 
Organical Parts. To this purpoſe he 
ſtoop'd to Bethlehem ; to the Womb of 
a poor Virgin, to the Sravie and the Ma- 
ger; To this purpoſe, He that was 72 the 
form of God, and thought it not robbery to 
be equal with God, made himſelf of no Re- 
putation, ( exivwor ) emptied himſelf, dif- 
rob'd himſelf of his Divize Dignity, and 
took upon him the Form of a ſervant, and 
was wa? in the likeneſs of man, St, John 
tells us, John 1. 14. That the Eternal 
Word that was in the beginning, and crea- 
ted all things, was made fleſh, and dwelt 
among us : And the Author to the He- 
brews , chap. 2.16. gives us a Contirma- 
tion of it, with an Afleveration, Yerily 
he took not on him the nature of Angels, 
but the feed of Abraham ;, 1.e. He was an 
entire Man like any of us (fiz ozly ex- 
cepted ); Nay, . what 1s more, that very 
Body which he aflum'd, in which he /:- 
ved, and in which he was crecifiea, is 
. aſcended up into Heaven, where he fit- 
teth at the Right hand of Goa, and by 
the powerful Rhetorick of his Wounds,

the Impreſſion of which he now retains, 
is our, Eternal Expiatory Sacrifice, inceſſant- 
h tranſa&ting the great Work of Advo- 
cation with his Father, ſtill making I»- 
terceſſion for us. 

By this there is conferr*d on Humane 
Natare, the higheſt Hozour and Dignity 
imaginable ; and this muſt teach us to 
put a value on our Bodies, and to look up- 
on then as more than Machines and Tools 
_ only. This (Gf I miſtake not) 1s an In- 
ference moſt genuine, and naturally flow- 
10g from the Premiſſes;; and *tis moſt cer- 
tainly the expreſs Uſe which the Ancients 
would have us to make of it. Thus St. 
Auſtine, on the preſent Subject, (de Yer. 
Relig. eap. 6.) Demonſtravit nobis Deus 
ou excelſum locum inter creaturas habet 
humana natura, in hoc quod in hominibus, 
in vero homine-apparuit : God ( faith the 
holy Father) hath given us a Demonſtra- 
tion of the Dignity and tranſcendent Excel- 
tency of Humane Nature, in that Chriit, a 
Very MAN, lived among Men, And 
to the ſame purpoſe another great Au- 
thor, (. Leo, Serm. 1. de Nat, Dom.) Ap- 
roſce, O Chriſtiane, dignitatem tuam & 
drving conſors fattus nature, noli in vete- 
rem wilitatem degeneri conſuetudine readire : 
1: 6, Chrift, by taking ſuch 4 Body, has ſhews 
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thee the Dignity and Excellency of thine ; 
taught thee not to diſparage, diſ-eſteem it, os 
uſe it unworthily. | 


3. But if neither of theſe be ſufficient, 
come we in the third place, to caſt our 
Eyes a little on the Redemption ; and in 
that great Work the Whole May is con- 
cern'd. The Prince of 'our Salvation 


ſubmitted himſelf to the Croſs, and all 


its ſhameful, miſerable, painful Appendages, 
to become a Propitiation for Both. Oar 
Bodies as well as Souls are the Price of his 
Blood : And can any one then account 
'em no more but Inſtruments only ? The 
thing is ſo evident, as that I think ir 
needleſs to ſay any more for it ; nor can 
I imagine what can in the leaſt colour 
be ſaid againſt it. : 

4. Wherefore I paſs to the ext Ar. 
gument under this Head, for Confirmati- 
on of the Doctrine in hand ; and that is 
Bodily Worſhip. Have not all the Ortho-» 
dox Pulpits echo*d and ſounded this aloud, 


How often have we been told, That we. 


W 


are to ſerve God in our Bodies as well as 
Souls ; the one is but maimed and imper- 
fet# without the other ; the Great Crea- 
tor has an undeniable and manifold Right 

to 
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to Both, How much, the true Soxs of 
the Charch have labour'd in-this Arga- 
ment, cannot he unknown to any who 
know any thing of the Controverſies a- 
bout the Modification of Worſhippin 
God, which has been the grand Subject 
of the Diſpute of this laſt Age. +--- How 
zealous, good Men have been to relieve 
that abaied and miſapplyd Place, John 4. 
24. from Captivity , and to diſcharge it 
from that hard and «zworthy Service 
which the Dsſſezters would have impoſed 
upon it, and compelled it to bear ; ſtill 
aſſerting, that to ſerve God, as (in Truth) 
we ought, we muſt ſerve him more than 
in Spirit only? How often has that of 
the Apoſtle been made the Text, 1 Cor. 
T4. #lt, That in Gad's Service regard 
muſt be had to Decency and Order ? How 
often have we been told, that we muſt 
not make our Approaches to the moſt 
igh in a flovenly manner , but in the 

moſt hamble and becoming Poſtares : 'To 
give Teſtimony of our ward, by the 
uniform Port of our OuTwarD Max, | 
and to make the Worſhip acceptable and 
compleat, to be careful to join both theſe 
__ ? The truth is, the Body by its 
flt isaltogether incapable of the leaſt Per- 
formance ; for as the P/a/miſt has obſerv'd, 


The 
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The dead praiſe not God, neither they that go 
down to God: ' But yet we have the ſame 
infallible Afarance, that the living can aud 
do praiſe him : Do not our Lips, Tongue, 
and Month ſhew forth his Praiſe ? Do 
not our Hazds ſerve God when we lift 
them up toward the Mercy-ſeat of his hol 

Temple ? Do not our Feet bear a part alſo 
here, when they make chearful and di- 
re& Paths to the place where his honour 
dwelleth * Do not our Eyes and Ears go 
Sharers here, when they behold and heay 
the wondrous things of God's Law, when 
they are attentively exerciſed in his Sra- 
zates? Ina word, Do not our whole 
Bodies engage in this Divine Work, im 
their Submiſfrous, Adorations, and Proftrg- 
tions before his Altar ? Whar Nonſenſe 
is it for any Man to imagine the contra- 
ry ;' when we are ſo often and pathbeticalty 
commanded and called upon-/by-God, in 
bis Holy. Word to:doit ? | Not-to multy- 
ply Authorities here, . the wx Cd. 628 
dearing Entreaty of the Great Apoſtte'a- 
lone 1s fufficient, Rom. 12. 1: Wherefors 
T beſeech you, Brethren, by the. mercies. of 
God, that you preſent your Bodtes 4 pre 
ſacrifice, holy, and acceptable unto God, whi 

ts your reaſonable ſervice : And if it be 
here faid, that the Apoltle by Bodres 
; - 679 Fo EY "= = E 'm ca ns 
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means the Whole Mar, T have no mind 
to deny the Allegation ; but I reply,. that 
the Body is alſo concerned, and (as muſt 
be acknowledged from the Allufion to - 
the legal Sacrifices) inan eſpecial manner 
pointed at: And if this be not Proof c- 
nough, there are other places which can- 
not be underſtood in any other ſenſe, 
which refer peculiarly to the Body. Thus 
the ſame Apoſtle, ſpeaking of the abomi- 
nable Sin of the Gentiles, ſays, Rom. 1. 
24. That they did dijhonoar their own Bo- 
' ates between themſelves; And to the ſame 
purpoſe he calls upon his Corinthians to 
glorifie God with their Bodies which are his ; 
and 1 Theſſ. 5. 23. he prays, that their 
Spirit, Soul, and Body be preſerved blame- 
leſs to the coming of our Lord Jeſus Chritt 
Where Both the ObjeQtions of the Lear- 
ned Author are put to ſilence, and quaſh- 
ed by one word, Blameleſs ; which clear- - 
ly ſuppoſes our Bodzes capable of doing 
well, or evil, of Rewards and Puniſhments ; 
otherwiſe there can be no Conpruity in 
the Diſcourſe of the great Do#or of the 
Gentiles (who was | nn up at the 
feet -of Gamaliel, was ſo Accompliſh'd 
an Orator, as that *twas one of the three 
celebrated Wiſhes of the great St. Auſtin, 
That he might have ſeen him in the 
Pealpit ; nay, what is more, was inſpir'd 
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from above): And he muſt be allow'd 
by all, to ſpeak at a very impertinent 
Rate. I cannot ſee any doubt'or . difi- 
culty here : The Wicked ſin and gliſho- 
nour God with their Bodies, and| that, 
properly ſpeaking, by the Laſts the 
Fleſb, the na Chu EmOvpins,. by - the 
Luſts of the lower Belly, as the Father 


| calls them : The Sins of Glurtony, Drun- 


kenneſs, Uncl:anneſs, and a multitude of 
others: Nay, St. John ſeemns to fix Sin 
more eſpecially. on the Body, in his firſt 
Fpiftle, chap.. 2. 16. Where .he reckons 
them up under three Heads, Al that is in 
the World, the Lai of the Fleſh, the Luft 
of the Eye, and the Pride of Life. Oni the 
other hand, the Caſe is altozether as un- 
deniable : * The good Man /erves, hoxoars, 
worſhips, and/glorifies God with his Body, in 
adorning it with Sobriety, Temperance, Cha- 
ffity, and other Exercifes of Yertze ; in 
keeping it clear, ſwepr, and garriſhed; a 
fit Receptacle and Manſion for the Holy 
Sprit, 1n a ready Compliance and Con- 
junQtion with the Soul in all. the Offices 

Rehgion. This, moſt evidently ap. 
pears to-be the Doftrine of .qur Church, 
when we are admitted to. the- higheſt; 
and neareſt Communion with God in the 
Eachari#t, by that Clauſe which is inſert- 
ed and repeated in both Forms of Admi- 
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iſtration ; when the Prieſt delivers the 
Bread, He prays, That it may preſerve thy 
Body and Soul unto Everlaſting Life ; and 
again he uſes the ſame Form when he 
ves the Cup, The Blood of our Lord 
eſus Chriſt, which was ſhed for thee, 
preſerve thy Body and Soul unto —_— 
Life. Now to reaſon fairly ; Unleſs our 
Bodies are capable of Everlaſting Life, 1 
know not. what ſenſe we can make of 
the Prayer: And if our Bodies are capa- 
ble of Everlaſting Life , as muſt be al- 
low?d, they are neceſſarily imply'd ſub- 
je& to Everlaſting Death, and by unavoid- 
able Conſequence, muſt be allow*d capa- 
ble of doing god or evil. To conclude 
this, St. Paul was ſo throughly convin- 
ced of Both, as that he rallies together 
a multitude of Arguments, to prevert the 
one, and exgage us in the other. 
Firſt, Tn 1 Cor.6.13. The Body i for 
the Lord, i.e, * I'was made by him, and 
therefore ordain'd and devoted to his 
SerViCe. b | 
Secondly, The Lord for the Body, i.e, 
He redeemed and ſanttified it, and fo has a 
farther and mponcd Right to it. 
Thirdly, God will raiſe our Bodies, v. x4: 


i.e. The ReſurreQon Jays a farther Ob- 
Lgation upoa us. |

Foarthly, Our Bodies are the Members 
of Chri#, and therefore they ought not. to 
e the Members of an Harlot : Weought 
to keep them clean and pure far his ſake, 
as Parts of that Society whereof he is the 
Head. | 

Fifthly, He.that committeth Fornication 
finneth again5t his own body ;, 1.e, Though 
there are ſome Sins without the, Body, 
yet the Sins of Urcleanneſs are; properly 
Sins of the Boay. Te 

Sixthly, Our Bodies are the Temples of 
the Holy Ghoſt, ver.19. The Sins. of our 
Bodies turn this Holy Gut out of 
doors, and admit another Maſter, ma- 
king them the Devils Brothel-Houſes, 
and Styes, 

Laſtly, Our Bodies are bought with 4 
price, ver. 20. Therefore not to glorihe 
God in own Bodies as well as Souls, ſince 
by a manifold Right they are both his, is 
not ſimply Sin, but Sin of an high Degree, 
and deep Dye ; no leſs than the Sin of 
Sacrilege. | 


 Aﬀeer all this, to corroborate the Ar- 
gument,. I might here expatiate upon the 
great Coſt and Expence which the” P77- 
mitive Chriſtians beſtowed in Embalm- 
ing their dead Bodies ; of which T ertal- 
lian, 


I LR 
lian, St. Anguſtine, and others, give us 
a large Account , which comes home 
fully to the Point in hand, and can be 
apply'd to no other purpoſe. By this 
Practice of theirs *tis plain, they look*d 
upon their Bodies as perfumed with their 
Graces here, ſmelling ſweet in their Dor- 
mitories, depoſited as in a Bed of Spices, 
and reſting in full Hope of a Glorious 
| Retribution. 

But I conceive I have no need of it ; 
and therefore it may ſuffice only to have 


noted it.

and la# Objetion, which as a Bar 
hes 1n our way, and ought to be remo- 
ved. If it be Injuſtice in God to puniſh 
the Soul alone without the Body, in Cons 
janition with which ſhe committed the Sin 
then all the Matter which conſtituted the Body 
when the ſeveral Sins were committed, must 
be raiſed again, and reunited to the Soul ; 
for if ſome, why not all? But what Mon- 
ſters of Men ſhould we be in the Reſurretti- 
on, if all the Subſtance of which our Bo- 
dies conſiſted from our Childhood to our 
Deaths, ſhould be gathered together , and 
formed into a Body ? | 7 


Without taking notice of the Severity 
of the Objettion, T ſhall endeavour to 
give fatisfaCtion to it : And, 


 Fir#, T Anſwer ; That the Reſurre- 
tion depends upon an Al. ſafficient and 
Omnipotent Power ; and though I cannot 
tell with what Matter the Bodies ſhall 

E ariſe,

ariſe, yet every good Man ought to reſt 
fatisfy'd in this, That a God of 7iz7fizite 
Abilities will take care to make good his 
Word ; *For there are an hundred things 
(as the Learned Author has aſlerted, 
P. 221.) both in NATURE aud DIvINITY , 
the Exiſtence of which we cannot doubt, and 
yet the Reaſon of them we cannot compre- 
hend, Of which he there | gives us a 
multitude of Inſtances, ( whereunto I 
refer the Reader) and at laſt reſolves 
the Reſurre&tion into God's good Plea- 
ſure, as the Higheſt Reaſon. *Tis alto- 
gether ſarprizing, how he came to be ſo 
poſitive here, and 1n this diffecalt point 1m- 
poſſible to be underſtood or reſolved by 
the wiſeſt of Men, to be ſo magiſterial ; 
eſpecially conſidering that anlucky Paſſage 
which drops from his Pen, in the Words 
immediately following, p. 222. I faxſie 
2y ſelf (Philalethes) zalking to a bold Re- 
finer on the , Promiſes and Decrees of Al- 
mighty God, and one of thoſe little Nothing's 
that call them(elves Philoſophers, that form 
to themſelves Notions and Ideas, then deal 
with Revelation as the Tyrant did with the 
poor Innocents on his Bed, either violently 
ſtretch it beyond its natural Reach, or chop 
ff a part to make it commenſurate to their 
Intentions, 

I wall 
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T will make no Azimadverſioas hetez 
though T have a fair Opportunity ; but 
I cannot forbear to ſay, that the Learn- 
ed Author has made Moxſtcrs of all 
Men at the Reſurre&tion, if it be found- 
ed on Juſtice contrary to his own Rea- 
ſoning, in the ylaces foregoing, where he 
proteſſes his Ignorance, and challenges 
the World to give an account of; as ſup- 
poling it /zzpof/ible : And yet boldly aflerts 
here, That all the Matter which was of the 
Body of the Man from his Childhood to 
his Grave, muſt be rallied together at the 
Reſurrection, or elſe there can be no- 


thing of Juſtzce in the Cale. 


But, Secondly, T anſwer ; This Afer- 
tion runs Counter to the Doctrine of 
the Schoolmen and Ancients, who have 
with one Mouth determin'd , T hat the 
Child ſhall not ariſe a Chia, nor the Cor- 
palent Man with his great Be ; nor be 
who ſunk under a Maraſmrms, pecp out of 
his Grave a Skeleton, Nor the Oia Mar 
appear at the Reſurrection wich his 
Grey Hairs, or atny Symptoms of Bee x 
bur all ſhall ariſe ( 7#ter Incrementiem & 
Decrementam humane natare) about the 
Age of 33, in a perfett State ; flaturg 
quam habuit wel habituris et, as Lombard; 
EV. 2 Jeuts 
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Sent. 4. Dif. 44. Aug. Civ. Dei, Lib. 22. 
Cap. 14. 


Thirdly, T anſwer ; That this 1s alto- 
gether beſide the Creſton ; We are to. 
conſider the Body fallez, and to prove the 
ReſurreQion of that fame Body, to be 
joined to the ſame Soul, in order to a 
Judgment ; And this 1s all that in Rea- 
ſon can be expected : We are no ways 
concerned to look back to its various and 
different States, from his Chilahood to his 
Death ; if we can produce the fame Pri- 
ſoners before the Supreme Tribunal, there 
can be no Tnjuſtice in the Thing ; for 
the Learned Author has granted, and 
proved that our Bodies, from our Child- 
hood ts our Graves , notwithſtandins their 
conſt ant, innumerable , great , and wonder- 
fal Changes, are ſtill the ſame. Pag. 132. 
Moreover he has granted, That (accord- 
zng to the Suppoſution of Philoſophers) tho? 
the Body be changed once in leven Tears ; 
(which, obzzer, I can never believe, and 
am ſure 1s impoſſible to be proved ) yet 
he grants zt z ſtill the ſame. That a Man 
that' has kept his Bed for above ſeven Tears, 
upon his Recovery riſes the ſame Man, tho? 
he have not now one Particle the ſame that 
he had when he took his Bed; and he gives 

us 
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us the Reaſon of it, Becauſe the Particles 
of the Body are gradually changed in a con- 
tinual Union with the Soul, "The Body (he 
ſays) i» ſuch a Caſe is the ſame, and may 
properly be ſaid to raiſe again, And yet 
the Learned Author in his Argument 
here, exaQts all the Matter which con- 
ſtiruted the Body, when the ſeveral 
Sins, were committed, to be raiſed again, 
to be re-united to the Soul ; which how 
congruous to himſelf, and how reafon- 
able 1n its ſelf, T leave others to judge. 


Foarthly, T anſwer ; This Objeftion is 
too ſtrict and ſaubtile; It impeaches, de- 
ſiroys, and overturns all Juſtice upon 
Earth, and renders it altogether impoſſi- 
ble: The Reaſon is irreſiſtible ; for there 
are fleeting Particles of Matter , which 
conſtantly come and go, ebb and flow in 
our Bodies, through the whole Courſe 
of our Lives, ſo that the Man 1s not zo 
day what he was yeſterday, nor will be to 
morrow What he is to day. This 1s more 
manifeſt in long Impriſouments ;, The Male- 
fattor frequently comes into Gao!, plump 
and hail, fyll of Fleſh and Blood ; but by 
his long, Confinement is emaciated, and 
appears at the Bar quite another Thing : 


Yea often times it ſo happens, that he is ſo 
EF much 
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much impair'd in his Health, Strength,Corn- 
Cs. ſtitution,and Complexion,that he 1s unavoid- 
ably dropping into the Grave without the 
Help of the Gallows ; and yet no Man ever 
queitions the Juſtice of his Execution. 
Sir Walter Rawleigh was beheaded for a 
Crime committed above 20 Years before, 
and though (according to the Imaginati- 
on of the Philoſophers above-mentioned) 
this Body muſt be zhrice changed in this 
Interval ; yet the Equity of his Sextexce 
was neyer doubted. The like might be 
obſerved of Mary Queen of Scotland. -==-- 
The Azzals of all Nations overflow with 
Examples of Criminals whoſe Puniſh- 
ments have been a long time protracted 
Without the leaſt ſuſpicion of Tnjuſtice. 


Fifthly, Therefore T anſwer plainly, by 
denying the Conſequence, viz. That it 
does no way follow from the Principles 
of Juſtice, That all the Matter which conſti- 
rated the Body when the ſeveral Sins were | 
committed, ſhould be raiſed ap again ; My 
Reaſon is, becauſe much if not 05t of 
this Matter is accidental to the Body ; for- 
aſmuch as *tis plain, the Body can be, 
and oftentimes is without it, What fre-— 
quent and conſiderable Alterations all | 
Men undergo in this reſpe&, is abun- 

- _. dantly 
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dantly confirmed by the Experiencc of 
all. Moſt Men generally are well fleſh- 
ed in Summer, but in the Time of W:z- 
ter fall away. And this is more vitlible in 
the Cattle of the Field, being for the moſt 
part Fat and Full in the Hot Seafon of the 
Year, which affords plenty of Graſs and 
Food : But when the Froi# and Szov 
comes in upon them, and diminiſhes 
their Paſture, then they prime away, and 
are often ſtarved. Men owe the Dicn- 
frons of their Bodies in a great meaſure 
to their Eaſe, Health, Proſperity, and Af- 
fluence : Whereas Hanger, Cold, Want, Po- 
werty, Diſeaſes, will make them dwizale 
and bring them down to nothing but 
Skin and Bones, To this purpoſe I am 
ſure, I have' long fince met with the 
Determination of the Royal Society in their 
Philoſophical Tranſactions, namely, That 
the Fat and Corpulency of a Creature is 
rothing but the Repletion of the Pargnchy- 
ma : And that they would undertake to 
make a Doz or an Horſe, Fat, Fleſhy, and 
Full in a very tew Days. There 1s no 
neceſſity then tor all the Marrer to be 
raled together at the Reſurrection ; be- 
cauſe much of it is Accidental, not Eſſen- 
tial to the Body : It has been, 1s, and 
may be without it. Our Doctrine then 

E 4 mult 
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muſt ſtand in ſpight of this Shock and 
Afault. The Juſtice of God is ſe- 
cured, and the Saint in no manner” of 
Danger of mounting from his Grave a 
Monſter ; nor the Sinner neither 1n this, 
though he muſt be acknowledg'd ſuch 
in the worſt of ſenſes. 


Laſtly, If all that has been hitherto 
ſaid cannot put the ObjeQtion to filence, 
I will preſume to borrow the mighty 
Sword of our Opponent, which alone 
can do the Work, and as effectually as 
that of Goliah, cut off this Monſtroms 
Head, Pag. 187. his Words are theſe; 
* It is farther to be conſidered, that 
* though the ſame Body that died is to 
* riſe again, yet it is not neceſſary that 
& all the Particles of it ſhould be raiſed 
© up; *tis enough that ſuch Particles are 
# raiſed, as made up the z2ztegravt and 
* neceſſary Parts of the Body. By me- 
* ceſſary Parts, T mean thoſe which re- 
* main after the utmoſt degree of Mace- 
* ration, without which the Body would 
* not be #nt-grant, but imperfedt ; and 
* theſe are chiefly the Boxes, the Skiz, 
* the Nerves, the Tendons, the Liga- 
* ments, and Subſtance of the ſeveral Vel- 
** ſels ; as long as theſe, and all that are 

REID neceſſary 
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« neceſſary to Life remain, the Body 1s 
< truly whole, though never ſo much a- 
« cerated ; all the Fleſh that is added 
& makes nothing to the Wholeneſs or I- 
* tegrality of the Body, though it con- 
* duce to Strength and Ornament. ----= 
And by and by he adds, © If the Bo- 
« dy be extremely maciated, T do not 
* doubt but in the Reſurrection it 
& will be reſtored by foreign adventitions 
« Matter, to its due and juit Proportion : 
«& So inf Bodies that are fall and fleſhy, 
« there is a great deal of Subſtance that 
« is not neceſſary, which if it become the 
« Fleſh of another Man, the Body may 
* be raiſed 'up without it, and yet be 
* Phyſically whole, and truly the ſame. 
* In Bodies that are fat and grofs there 
« is doubtleſs a great deal ſauperfluons, 
* which will never be raiſed up ; though 
«it were never made the Ingredient of 
* another Man's Body.

Aving confider*d the Objed:ons, I'm 
to wait on the Learned Author 
in what remarms, who 15 labouring to 
find out-a Reaſon of the Reſurretion of 
the Body, as indeed he is obliged ; fince 
he has taken away the marn Pillar, and 
laid that aſide: In order whereunto he 
tells us, pag. 211. That the Soul does not 
die with the Body, as ſome ancient Here- 
ticks and Arabians hela.---- T his is an O- 
pinion too ridiculous to be confuted. Then 
pag. 212. he tells us, That the Soul does 
not fleep until the day of the Reſurrection, 
as the Pſychopannychilts 7magined. All 
that is to be ſaid here 1s, That this is a 
Notion ſo. manifeſtly falſe, ſo contraditti- 
0x5 to Scripture, and has been ſo fully con- 
futed by many Learned Pezs, particular- 
Iy by the incomparable Dzvize of Geneva, 
in a Treatiſe profeſledly written againſt 
it, as that there is no more to be ſaid 
here. He comes thence to conſider the 
Opinions of Tertulliaz, and they are di- 
vided into three Ranks. | 
Firs, 
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 AFir#, He aſſerts the Sexſ#b:/ity of the 
ſeparate * Soul, That it is of its ſelf capa= 
ble of Rewards and Puniſhments ;, is attt- 
ally in ſome meaſure comforted, or tormented 
before the Reſarrettion. 

There are a multitude of other Paſſages 
of the ſame Father which teſtifie the 
fame +. And no doubt but that this 
great Father is Orthodox here. 


Secondly, Notwithſtanding in other 
places he ſeems to ſet up a quite oppoſite 
Doarine, viz. That the Soul i not capa- 
ble of ſuffering without the Body ; and this 

he makes the Reaſon of the ReſurreQi-

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TI anſwer : Not to take any notice of 
the Tertullianicuam (as his Learned Com- 
mentators call it) of the groſs News 
here, etſfi habet corpms, etfi habet membra, 
which the Father applies to the Soul in 
a ſeparate State, ark! is by no means ju- 
ſtifiable : Nor to undertake a Defence of 
him here or elſewhere, in an exaQ, ſtrict 
and rigid ſenſe ; for *tis well known, that 
this Africaz Father is the moſt dark, ab- 
ſtruſe, and intricate of the Latiz Fathers, 
makes uſe of uncouth, obſolete Words, 
which will no way bear a tull and exaR, 
but require a moderate and ſober Inter- 
pretation, 

Premiſing this, I cannot ſee how he is 
in the main here precarious; to my Un- 
derſtanding there is no beggrizg at all in 
the Caſe : The Doctrine ſeems ſound and 
approvable, ſupported and maintained by 
the Arcients, who accordingly have pla- 
ced the departed Souls in Abrahams Bo- 
ſom, in Paradiſe, in outer Porches, in Re- 
ceptacles, under the Altar, the Promptuary 
of Saints, the Earneſt of the Kzngdom ; 
with a multitude of other ſuch Expreſfſi- 
ons to the ſame purpoſe. ?*T were eaſie 
| here to fill up a great deal of Paper with 
the Names and Authorities of the moſt 


conſiderable Pillars of the Church, who 
T7 have 
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have eſpouſed this Opinion ; but I in- 
duſtriouſly avoid the Vanity of it, and 
think it altogether needleſs in the pre- 
ſent Diſpute, becauſe the Learned Au- 
thor, ſpeaking of the Opinion of Pope 
John XXII. tells us, That he only held that 
the Soul does not at all enjoy the Beatifick 
Viſion before the Reſurrefion ; and for 
Confirmation of it, adds, pap. 212. This 
' indeed was the. Opinion of the Primitive 
Fathers. 

And albeit this Doftrine was Cenſur'd 
and Condemw?d in the Council of Florenae, 
'yet this can have no Influence on us, 
who know too well what this Council 
was, and the Age of it. And though it 
prevail with thoſe of the Chxrch of Rome, 
yet *tis obſervable, how that even the 
Learned Men that are Bzgorted to that 
way, do not ſtick to give us their Ap- 
probation of it. Meminerint hunc erro- 
rem non efficere pietati , & eruditioni tam 
illuſtrium ſcriptorum, faith Pamelius, 1. C. 
This Opinion is no prejudice to the Piety 
and Learning of thoſe Great Men : And 
another Eminent Writer of that Church 
calls it, Pia & beata opinio weritati facile 
reconciliabilis per duplicems beatitudinem as 
feftam & imperfectam ;, An holy and bleſ- 
ſed Opinion, eaſily recortuileable to the True 
J 
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by the diftinftion of a perfect and imperfett 
Happineſs : So that the difference be- 
tween the Opinion and Council ſeems to 
be only about the Place, in the Condrtron 
both agree. About the Capacity of Se- 
parate Souls, I am not willing to diſpute, 
"ris too ſublime a Subject, and above our 
mortal Reach. Nor will I eagerly contend 
for the P/ace,where (upon their dillodging 
here) they are diſpos'd of : But this Opi- 
nion I readily embrace, That before oar 
Saviour®s Aſcenſion they were not admitted 
znto Heaven, whatſoever they are ſince : 
Nor will I preſume to determine for 
what Things the happy Soul is reward- 
ed.; nor on the other hand, for what the 
Soul of the Reprobate is puniſhed ; but fo 
far I conceive it to be plain, and allow- 
ed by the Concurrence of all, That Both 
at Pre have their different Enjoyments, 
though imperfect, So that in my Appre- 
henfion the Conſequence of the Learned. 
Author does Claudicare, ſtand in need of 
a Crutch, it is and always will be a Cr:p- 
ple. The Soul of the Saint is at preſent 
admitted to Happineſs, I ſee nothing in, 
Reaſon from hence to infer ;----- There- 
fore *tis capable of being fully rewarded : 
On the other ſide, the Soul of the Sinner 
is in its Separate State capable of Puniſh- 
ment, 
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ment; Ergo, *tis capable of being fully 
puniſhed. I muſt freely fay, I cannot 
ſee the leaſt colour for the Inference 3 
Where-ever the Soul of Lazarzs now is, 
it muſt be (without doubt) allowed by 
all to be happy; bur that it is as happy 
as it will be aiter the Reſarredon, 1 ut- 
terly dexy. On the other fide, That the 
Soul of the Rzch Glutton is now in a State 
of Pauniſh;»ent, muſt be readily afſented 
to ; but that it is in a full, compleat Szaze, 
will, can, muſt never be granted. "This 
Aſertion rurs againſt the ſtream and 
current of Reaſon, Scripture, and An- 
tiquity ; as will moſt maniteitly appear 
in the Examination of the other Opinion 
of Tertullian ; which I now come to con-

' Thirdly, He ſeems to afarm in the Paſ- 
ſage above-cited, That the Sozl is z0t ca- 
bs. without the Body of Pleature or Pain, 
of Puniſh:ents or Rewards, and therefore 
concludes for a Reſurrection : *T'is be- 
ſide my intent to attempt the Defence of 
this Dodrize, tho? the Centuriators have 
undertaken it : And if the Fire of Hel 
be real, (as I believe no one will deny, 
becauſe conſtantly io repreſented 1n the

Scriptures) it would gravel the moſt ac- 
compliſ®d of Philoſophers, from the 
Principles of Natzral Philolophy only, to 
reſolve how this Fire can affect, and 
reach the Soul ;' how a Material can ac 
upon an 1z:material, Beſide there are no 
mean Authorities, and not a few neither, 
to be produc'd, who have aſſerted mucl1 
the ſame thing : Thus Maldoware, as Lear- 
ned a Man as moſt, and incomparably 
well read, aſſures us, i Matt.8. 29. Mz- 
rum quanto conſenſu pleriq, veteres Amho- 
res docuerint, demones ante diem judicii 1n0n 
torquert — It was, it ſ{cems, the general 
Poctrine, That the Damned were not pu- 
niſhed before the Day of Judgment ; which 
how it 1s to be underſtood he there tells 
you, Notwithſtanding all this, I think 
the foreſaid Paſſage, in a /tri&, literal, 
groſs Senſe, by no means defenſible ; we 
muſt give ſome Grains of Allowance to the 
Writings of this Father, or elſe we ſhall 
make mad Work. We mult conſider 
the Drift and Carriape of the Diſcourſe, 
expound one Paſſage by another, and 
judge charitably of all ; and then the 
Meaning will be plain. One while he 
allows the departed Souls, according to 
their different Deſerts, a preſet Portion 

of

of Pain or Weal : Other while he ſays, 

"'That the ſeparate Souls are rewarded or pu- 
niſhed at preſent for the good or bad 

things they did without the concurrence 

of the Body ; and that tho' they are ca- 

pable without the Body of Pleaſure or 

Pain; yet they are not fo fully capable 

as when united to it. In other places 

he ſeems to affirm the quite contrary, 

viz, That the Soul is not capable of ſut- 

fering at all without the Body ; that 1n 
a divided State it can feel neither Plea- 

ſure nor Pain, and upon this account con- 

_ cludes the Neceflity of a ReſurreQion. 
Now to a favourable Reader, who ſhall 
govern himſelf (as in reaſon he 1s obli- 
ged) ſuitable to the method but now laid 
down ; here will upon mature delibera- 
tion appear no Contradiction, no Incon- 
ſiſtency in all this ; the one leads us to. 
the underſtanding of the other. 'The ſe- 
parate Souls tho in ſome meaſure they 
do now partake of Rewards and Puniſh- 
ments, yet they are ina manner nothing, 
in compariſon to what they {ſhall be ; 
the Height and Accomphiſhment of both 
awaits the Reſarrefion; when Body and 
Soul ſhall be again united, ther and then 
only the Condition of all fall be compleat. 
P 2 And 
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And that this is the Meaning of this An- 
cient Writer, is abundantly evident, not 
only from the whole Thread of the Dil- 
courſe, but alſo trom fome platn Paſſa- 
ges 1n it :; As, ad perfectionem judicii, the 
Body 1s required to make tlie Judgment 
compleat, And again, Que proindae 
zlli non ſufficiunt ad ſentiendum plene .que- 
madmodum neq, -ad agendum perfeete : 1,6. 
The Members of the Soul ( as he expreſlcs 
it ) are zot of themſelves ſufficient 10 enjoy or 
ſafer fully, Nay, there are many other 
Paſſages trequently occurring, which as 
a Key open the door to the Senſe here ; 
as the places above noted, where he 
again and again allows the ſeparate Souls 
capable of Pleaſure or Grief without 
the Body : That they can feel, or ſuffer 
any thing, /icet exules carni, without the 

Body. | | 
I ſhall neither trouble my ſelf nor the 
Reader but with two places more,and they 
are both in one Chapter, ( Reſar. Carr. 
Cap. 17.) 20n qua ſentire quid ſine carne 
z0n poſſit, ſed qua neceſſe et illum cum car- 
ze ſentire: And again, Ad perficiendam au- 
tem operam carnts expettat, fl itaq, ad patien- 
dam ſoctetatem carnis poſtalat, ut tam PLENE 
per eam pati poſſit, quan ſine ea PLENE agere

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non potuit : The bleſſed Soul to make u 

its Happineſs full, requires the Society of the 
Boay ; and on the other hand, the condem- 
ned Soul in its Torments, calls for the Fel- 
lowjhip of the Body, that the Puniſhment 
might be compleated in both parts, in con- 
junition of which their Sins were com- 
mitted, 

This then being allowed to be the 
Senſe of the Father (as I do not fee how 
it can well be denied) viz. That the Soul 
is not;capable of Rewards and Puniſhments {ell 
without the Body : but by no means ( as the 
learned Dr reports it p. 214 ;) That the Soul A” 
is not capable in its own nature without ax or- 
ganized Body of any Perception ;, how, that 
it is not capable without ay humane Body of 
either Rewards or Paniſhments. "This ſeems 
to be a too rigid, extream, and unreaſona- 
ble Conſtrulligh of thoſe paſſages, and 
woud unavoidably involve the Father in 
the other Errors of the Death of the Soul, 
or the ſlumber of it, Þut though the Lear- 
ned Author does repreſent the Opinion of 
Tertullian in this matter thus ſeverely,yet he 
confeſſes this notion-very conſiſtent with 
the Doctrine of the Reſurrection, and the 
. General Judgment that is to follow after 

it; but he has this to. object againſt

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it p4g.24.1 know not how to make tt conſiſtent 
Of fone other places of Scriptare ; here lies 
the difficulty, the Scripture is plainly againſt 
z1.T confeſs it does not well accord with it, 
as It 1s here repreſented; and I cannot for 
my Heart imagine how he came to inter- 
pret the Father ſo groſly Erroneous here 
who has produced ſo many places wherein 
he loudly proclaims the contrary , and 
plainly and fully expreſſes himſelf: in 
which if we take him, as by all means we 
are obliged to do, viz. Of the imperfect 
ſtate of the Soul in its ſeparation, that it is 
n0t capable of being fully rewarded or pu- 
niſhed without the Body, T ſee nothing 
amiſs here, this Opizz0» muſt be allow- 
ed conſiſtent with the Dofrine of the 
Refarreftion and the General. Judgment 
which is to follow after it, harmo- 
niouſly correſpondent with the Analogie 
of Faith, and the holy Scriptures ; even 
thoſe very places which are alledged by 
the Learned Author pag. 215. Thus, in 
that of our Saviour to the Penitent Thief, 
This day ſhalt thou be with mein Paradiſe , 
in which Words thereis a Promiſe of an 
happy injoyment to his diſlodging Soul, 
but an zmperfet one, for we can _Un- 
derſtand Paradiſe in no other ſence_ but 
what imports either the Place or Conditi- 

| on 
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on of the happy ſeparate Souls, a place, 
undeniably different from Heaven ; a 
Condition of happineſs in hand, but far 
ſhort and inferionr to that hereafter. 
The Soul of the Celebrated Penitent 
was immediately upon its departure, 1n- 
veited with a ſtate of Bliſs, but thefull 
meaſure of it cannot be expected before the 
Reſarrection, Thus alſo in the ſecond 
Scripture, Phz, 1.23. where St. Peter 
wiſhes To depart and to be with Chriſt, 
which is far better. "Fhe Expreſſion clear- 
ly intimates an happineſs which would 
accrue to his Soul by his diffolution, far 
above any thing that this World could 
aford, as is Emphatically expreſſed in the 
Original by the double comparative woaxAa 
PgMor agiarey The Soul of the great 
Apoſtle where-ever he be, 15 without dif- 
- pute gloriouſly happy ; yet (this 15 cer= 
tain) that it cannot arrive to the fulneſs 
of it, before it be united to that Body _ 
which was his Faichful Companion and 
Partzacr, inall his Perils, Dangers, Hard- 
ſh#ps, Safferings, Conflicts, Labours here. 
And fo in the third place, Rev. 6. 10. 
in which the Souls of the Martyrs are 
repreſented from under the Altar, loudly 
crying for Judgment This Text to me 

4 is 
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is one of the moſt undeniable and adze- 
quate proofs of both the Dottrines under 
preſent conſideration ; for as on theone 
hand it ſtrongly eſtabliſhes the bleſſed in- 
joyment of the ſeparate Souls, ſo on the 
other it will not ſuffer us to doubt of their 
imperfect ſtate: The completion and 
height of happineſs is put off to the great 
Day of Recompenſe, The Text is full, and 
deſerves to be conſidered : I ſaw under 
the Altar the Souls of them that were ſlain 
for the Word of Goa, and for the Teſti- 
mony 'which they held; and they cryed with 
a loud Voice, ſaying, How long, O Lord, 
Holy and True, doſt thou not judge and 
avenge our Blood on them that dwell 
en the Earth: And White Robes were pi- 
wen to every one of them, and it was ſaid 
unto them, that they ſhould reſt yet Fa 4 
little Seaſon, until het fellow Servants al- 
fo and their Brethren, that ſhfould be kil- 
led, as they were ſhould be fulfilled, Where 
every Word and Clauſe makes for our 
purpoſe, Wherher we underſtand it 
(as ſome) of their Bodies, by a Proſopo- 
per, ſpeaking from their Graves, or of 
their Souls which are faid to be under 
the Altar, /. e. Under the Proteftion of 
Chrift,* as a Learned Critick does com- 
| ment 
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ment it : And they cryed with a loud woice, 
which in my apprehenſion imports not 
ſo much the multitude of them (an inter- 
pretation much eſteemed by ſome) 
as the wvehemency and intention of 
their deſire which 1s for juſtice ; and 
that chiefly in reference to themſelves ; 
Namely, that God would tranſlate and 
advance them to that —_—_— which he 
has promiſed, and they deſiring ly do deſire. 
This exatly ſuits with all that follows 
after. They had at preſent the Cha- 
ratter, the Livery, the Privileage of Saint- 
ſhip, the earxeſt of it : But the full of 
their Reward, they were not to receive. 
until the time of Harveſt, the /aff- Day, 
when both Parts were to meet 
again, and when the Noble Army of 
Martyrs (all Conflicts and Fighting 
being tor ever done away) ſhould in 
one Body aſſembled, be Crowd and Tri- 
amph together. Excellent is the ani- 
madverſion of Gregory the Great on this 
place (Pref. iz Job.) Singule ſtole quia 
adhuc ſola mentis beatitudine perfruuntur, 
binas wero accepturi ſunt quando cum gau- 
dio perfefto animarum, etiam incorruptione 
corporam reſtitununtur, 1. e The Souls 
under the Altar have ſingle Robes _ 
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their Souls are- admitted to an incohate 
1mperfe&t Happineſs; but double Robes 
hereafter, at what time, their Bodies 
made incorruptible {hall be reſtor*d to 
their Souls; the glory and joy of. both 
ſhall be complete. In ſhort, that the in- 
joyment of thoſe Bleſſed Souls here at 
preſent is 2mperfet# ; is plainly intimated 
by their cries, (both thematrer and man- 
zer of them, they are repreſented crying 
with 4 loud Voice, and that for vengearce ;) 
and is formally expreſſed in the anſwer 
made them ----- they were to reſt yet for 4 
little Seaſon, untill their uw Servants al. 
fo and their Brethren that ſhould. be killed, 
as they were, ſhould be fulfilled. 

For farther confirmation of this Do- 
Qtrine,which isof no ſmall moment in our 
preſent Argument ; T cannot but recom- 
mend that moſt full and excellent paſſage 
of the Learned * Grotizs, 1n that place

Nay this DofQtrine has not only been 
conſtantly maintained, but alſo carry*d on 
and advanced by the Schoolmen ; who in 
this point are expreſs and full, That the 
happineſs of the Saints ſhall be greater at 
the Day of Judgment than now it is or 
can be; and they are fo liberal withal as 
to giveus the manner and reaſons of it, 
why it is ſo, and how 1t is brought 
about; + z. e. It i extenſively augmented

ſhip with the Soul, 24, *tis extenſively 
augmented in the Soul which rejoices at 
the new Naptials ; has no {mall fatisfatti- 
on, complacency, pleaſure, in the ad- 
vancement and injoyment of his Bride, at- 
ter ſo long a ſeparation ' and Dz#vorce. 
When two intimate Friends: that have 
not for many years ſeen one another, hap- 
pily meet again, how. great, how ra-; 
viſhing, how ſuperlativeis their Joy? if 
there be joy in Heaven over one {inner 
that repenteth, as we are ſurc there 1s, 
Lak. 15, If it be one part of the happ:- - 
neſs of: the Inhabitants of that Jeruſalem 
that is above, that they ſhall know their 
ancient Acquaintance and Relations with 
whom they have lived on Earth, and 
down with them there, praiſing, exalting, 
congratulating each others condition, as 1s 
by many aſſerted, and is not at all im- 
probable. "This offers fairly for the 
-oof of what the Shools have here de- 
termined ; who inthe procedure of the 
| Argu- 
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Argument further tells, viz. That the 
Happineſs is 1ntenſively alſo advanced : For- 
aſmuch as the Soul makes the Body perfett ; 
for the ſupport of which they produce 
the known Axiom which is allowed of 
inall other caſes, and therefore ought to 
paſs muſter here ; That every part i by its 
ſelf imperfect, *tis perfeQted in the whole, 
*T'is true, if we conſider the Body as it is 
repreſented by the School of Plato, a Se- 
pulchre, a Priſon ; or really as it now is, a 
ſink of Infirmities, Diſeaſes, and Indiſpo- 
ſitions ; an heavy load and weight, preſſins 
down the Soul, 1 doconfeſs Tee nothing 
Beautiful or Charming to make the Soul in 
love with it. But when we ſhall draw 
the Cartaiz, and change the Scexe, when 
we ſhall contemplate the glor70us quali- 
ties wherewith- it ſhall be enobled after 
the Reſarrettion, when this corruptible ſhall 
have pat on incorruption, and this mortal 
have put on immortality ; when it {hall 
have obtained a moſt perfe&t YVittory not 
only over Death, but all its troubleſome 
antecedents and conſequences alſo: the 
known miſeries of this Life, and the 
calamities of the' Grave; when, I 
ſay, the Body has ſurmounted all theſe, 
and ſits above %*em; this mult induce us 

{ſtrongly 
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ſtrongly to conclude for the Argument in 
hand. If this be the caſe, (as in Trutlky 
it is) the Happineſs of the Saint muſt 
be advanced to ſuch a degree,as ſurpaſſeth 
our underſtanding : All that we have to 
do is for ever to admire and adore, To 
conclude this part, *tis a Truth too- plain 
to be diſputed, That the ſeparate Soulson all 
hands are not under the full injoyment of et- 
ther. Rewards or Puniſhments : "That this 
is the caſe of the Damned Spirits, needs 
no laboriouſneſs of proof, theſngze ins 
terrogation of thoſe 1 1a- the 
Goſpel, Mat. 8. 29. Art thou Come to tor- 
ment us before the time? Alone is ſuffici- 
ent ; nor have we leſs evidence on the 
other. hand. Whhere-ever the Souls' of 
the departed Saints under the Law were, 
*t1s certain they were not in Heaven ; for 
the Captain of our Salvation was the firſt 
that opened thoſe everlaſting Doors, and 
made his entrance, there; that went be- 
| fore to provide m2axſion Places for his 
Faithful ones, Wherever the Souls -of 
the. Goſpel-Believers , lince departed, 
have their Reſidence, though (as I be- 
lieve, notwithſtanding the determination 
of the Council of Florence, and others) 
we can conclude nothing of wy. 

cre ; 
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here; nevertheleſs we have ſo much evi- 
dence that their Szate is imperfe& ; as 
that I do not fee how any Man can have 
the forehead to deny. 'The Nail of this 
Dottrine is immovably faſtned by the 
Author to the Heb. 11. and laſt, where af- 
ter he had given a large Catalogue of the 
moſt renowned Saints departed, together 
with the Records of their moſt noble At- 
chievements; ſays exprelly, That all theſe 
having obtained a good report, through 
Faith,recetved not the Promiſe ; God having 
provided ſome better things for as, that 
they without us ſhould not be perfed, 
In the meaning of . which place there can 
be no doubt, becauſe the ſtream of 1ſn- 
terpreters here run in one Channel, alto-

&© not prevent thoſe under the Goſpel ; the

racions Goodneſs, ſhortly to accompliſh the 
Number of his Elett , and to haſten his Kyng- 
dom;that we with all thoſe departed in the true 
Faith of his Holy Name, may have our perfett 
Conſummation and Bliſs both in Body and 
Soul in thy Eternal and Everlafting Kjng- 
dom, A moſt Heavenly Prayer ; this be- 
ing incomparably the beſt Shield, Buckler, 
the beſt Antidote and Preſervative againſt 
the loſs of Friends, or the Conſideration 
of our own approaching Mortality, 
(with reſpe& both to our ſelves and 0- 
thers) to bouy up our Spirits amidſt the

"FT "HE Learned Author having laid 
_ aſide the Opinions of Tertuliar, 
as not ſerviceable to his purpoſe ; not 
_ affording him a Satisfattory Reaſon of this 
Decree of Almighty God concerning the 
Reſarrefion : To = a true Accounr of 
it, thinks it neceflary to mount a little 
higher, and to look a little farther and 
paſſing by many conjeQtures, which he 
finds 1n the Schools, and in ſome of our 
Ancient Writers, and among the Jewifh 
Maſters; p.217. lays before you his own 
Thoughts ; and here he- aſſigns three Reas 
ſons why God has been pleaſed to decree, that 
the Soul in the Day of Judgment ſhall be 
again united to a Humane Body In dif 
cuſſing of which, T ſhall beg leave to in- 
vert the order of them, as more ſuitable 
to the method of my Diſcourſe, and for 
the advantage of my preſent Argument ; 
which (if IT miſtake not) will gain one 
of thole Reaſoris over .to our ſide at 
G +> party 
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party, as falling over to it, and there- 
fore ought to go together. 


Thelaſt Reaſon, which IT here place 
firſt, why God will reſtore us to'our Hu- 
mane Nature, and why he will raiſe up. 
the very ſame Body is, p. 219. He 
W1rr Becauss He Wil, & verybad 
Reaſon for the Ations of Man, but a very 
good one for God's ; hewill becauſe he hath 
Promiſed : Which the Learned Author 
irrefragably confirms from what follows, 
p. 222, which I conceive my ſelf obliged 
to tranſcribe ; and is as follows, ---- © 1 
«< am the Lord, I haye faidit, and who 
* can ſay, What doſt thou ? There 1s n0- 
© thing that God does, but he does for 
« a very good reaſon : And whoare we, 
« that we ſhould call him to an Account 
& for what he does? His Ways and his

* bletous; and as Job tells us, Chap. 33, 
© 13. He gives not Account of any of

& uſe we can make of the particular parts

* ny or doubt the exiſtence of all other 
< things; the Reaſon of which they can- 
* not comprehend : I would undertake to 
« quiet the S:ruples of theſe Men, and to 
M Gtisfieall their Queries, if they would 
« be pleaſed to anſwer a few Queſtions of 
* mine: Icould ask them the reaſon of 
«< an Hundred things in Nature and Di- 
« vinity, Which he there ſup- 
poſes unaccconntable ; and particularly 
tm the caſe about the ReſurreQtion, p. 221, 
He acknowledges a multitude of diffi- 
*culties altogether inextricable, 2. e. for 
which there 15 no reaſon to be given, and 
therefore mult of neceſſity bereſolved in- 
to this, viz, the Will and Pleaſure of 
God. ' 1 willingly concur with the Lear- 
ned Author here, and preſume there is 
no one that will oppoſe him. For this 
without paradventure is the highe# and 
moſt ſupream Reaſon which muſt put to 
ſilence all Objeftions ; remove all Difficul- 
ties whatſoever, and make things which 
ſeem to us impoſſible, eaſie. Though with 
Mary we do not know how this can be, Lake 
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1. 34, Though our reaſon cannot fa- 
thom, cannot comprehend it, yet our 
Faith muſt give us an aſſurance that it will 
be; and teach us, with the Mother of the 
Holy Jeſus, with ſubmiſſion to conclude, 
----- Behold the Handmaid of the Lord, be 
it unto me according to thy Word, "This is 
 aReaſonaboveall Reaſons, aliowed and 
approved of by all, and to which all 0- 
thers (however Philoſophical and plau- 
ſible) muſt ſubmit. This I gladly and 
readily zote , becauſe I expect to receive 
ſome advantage from it in the ſubſequent 
part of this Diſcourſe, for T am in hopes 
to prove the Doctrine TI have attempted . 
to defend, to be the expreſs determina- 
tion of God's revealed W:illand Word, and* 
chen all the moſt powerful Arguments of 
the Profaunde# dow, Mak, muſt truckle 
#2ger, and fall tothe Ground : But (if I 
miſtake not) this Reaſon of Gods Word 
or Decree of the/ ReſurreQion of the Body, 
was not in the leaſt the Subject of the Dif- 
pute ; The Queſtion only aroſe from the 
Reaſon of this Decree, "There can be no 
. doubt but that the ReſurreQtion will be, 
becauſe God hath ſaid and ordained it: The 
SubjeQt of the enquiry can beno other 
than the Reaſox of God's Will and Plea- 

| pleaſure 
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ſure here; Namely why God has De- 
creed the ReſurreQtion of the ſame Body ; 
- and this obliges the Learned Author to 
look farther ; and therefore, 


Secondly, In the the next place he tells 
us, ( p.219.) That another Reaſon why 
God has _ _— to ordain that the ſame 
Humane Body that Died,. ſhall Riſe ' #gain 
and be reconjoined to the Soul, I take to be 
this (and that indeed T take to be the firſt 
and chief reaſon of that Decree) we had all 

been immortal Men if Adam had not ſinned; 
"twas God's deſign that we ſhould never Die, 
but that our Souls ſhould remain for ever uni- 
ted to their Bodies ; this Gracious deſign being 
fruſtrated by Adam's Tranſereſſon : he 
was Graciouſly pleaſed to ordain, that as in 
Adam all Die; join Chrift the ſecond 
Adam, we (bould all at laſt Triumph over 
Death, and be reſtored to thoſe Bodies ;, and 
that Humane, Nature, which he firſt deſig n- 
ed ſhould be immortal ; by the Death and 
Reſurrettion of Chriſt our loſſes are to be re- 
paired which Adam's ſin occaſioned, but our 
boſſes cannot be repaired, unleſs we are reſlo- 


- to thoſe Bodies which by his ſinning we 
Loft. | 
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To this Second Reaſon I fay, 


Firſt, Thave no mind to implunge my 
ſelf, or Reader in the Decreesof Almigh- 
ty God, which is an Abyſs or Ocean never 
to be fathomed: Nor am TI diſpoſed to 
concern my felf about the examination of 
that Queſtion, Whether Adam and his 
Pofterity hal Died if they had not Sinned? 
Only I ſhall briefly and freely deliver my 
Opinion in this matter. That .it ſeems 
to me very probable that (allowing the 

uppoſition of his and their continuance in 
their ſpotleſs purity) He.and his Race at- . 
ter ſome time, like Ezoch or Elias, or 
ſome other way , (with Azalogy and. re- 
ſemblance to theſe,) ſhould have been 
tranſlated; for *tis no way canceivable,how 
that Paradiſe, (which was but a Gardez, 
as the word imports, and by the bounda- 
ries and deſcription of it muſt be acknow- 
ledged a very ſmall and inconfiderable 
part of the Earth) ſhould have held, and 
contained him and his numberleſs iſſue in 
the State of innocency, which ſtate muſt 
unavoidably by all be allowed, perfettly 
and intirely Prolifick, abſolutely tree and 
diſchargeh from all falſe Conceptions or 
Atortions, all Impediments or Walpoprins 
Wat: 
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whatſoever, on either ſide ; Paſſing by all 
this, Ifay, that that which the Lear- 
ned Author takes to be the Firſt and 
Chief Reaſon of this Decree of the Reſur- 
rection, T take to be mo Reaſon at all, or 
at leaſt to be no adequate Reaſon of the 
General Reſurreftion ; the utmoſt that it 
can pretend to, ( as It 1s here ſtated ) is. 
only the Reſurrection of the Ja# ; the 
Reafon is undeniable, for the Learned 
Author here ſets it forth, and expreliles it, 
by a Gwzcions Deſign, and the Gracious 
Pleaſure of God. Now how this can 
agree with, and include the Reſurrette 
on 'of the Reprobate, let the World judge, 
The Subje& of our Diſcourſe is the Re- 
ſurre&tion of all Men, of which the Wicked 
are allowed by all to be by far the great- 
er Number. And this is a Doctrine that 
can meet with no Oppoſition ; T hat theſe 
are to be called out of their Graves to 
an Everlaſting Death, to be taken out of 
the common Priſon ; to be delivered over 
to Tormentors ; to be caſt into that Dan- 
geon Whence there is* no Redemption ; 
'where the Worm dieth not, and the Fire 
never ſhall be quenched ;, where there 15 
utter Darkneſs and uninterrupted, weeping 


and gnaſhing of teeth, In a w_ =

Reſurrection of the Wicked is only in or- 
der toa Judgment that is altogether in- 
ſupportable. He is like the worſt of 
Criminals taken from the Gaol to under- 
oa much ſeverer Doom. His Reſurre- 
ton uſhers w hg IS 
Depart , ye Curſed, into everlaſting fire 
bats | & the Devil and hu > Eats 
Here the Deſigns carry in them the Ad- 
vancement of Divine Vengeance, TJaſtice, 
and Glory, without the leaſt Mze or 
Crumb of Grace or Favour. The un- 
done Reprobate placed on the other ſide 
of the Great Gulf, is for ever excluded 
from all Hopes of theſe ; not all his 
Cries, in his greateſt Extremity, can 
prevail for oe drop of Water, There is 
no place for Favour or Mercy in Hell, 
fo that it ſeems to me ſomewhat ſtrange, 
how the Learned Author came to take 
up this for a Reaſon, and to alledge for 
Confirmation of it, that Paſſage of the 
Apoltle, (1 Cor. 15.22.) As in Adam all 
die, ſo in Chriit ſhall all be made alive, 
I am verily perſwaded, that this place

10.) and all Commenta- 
tators go the ſame way : And indeed no 
one without offering manifeſt Violence 
to the Sacred Text, can put any other In- 
terpretation on 1t, it being the chief De- 
ſign of the Apoſtle in that Chapter, (as 
is evident from the whole Carriage of 
it) to ſer forth the Glorious Qualities 
attending the Bodies of the Righteous at 
the Reſurretion, without touching in 
the leaſt on the other ſide : Beſide, we 
have moſt plentiful Aſſurance, 'That

Wherefore I come to conſider the 
Third and remaining Reaſon, affigned by 
the Learned Author, Why the Soul at 
the Day of Judgment is again to be uni- 
ted to the Body ; which 1s as follows : 
P. 218.---- That as we are Men when we 
fin, or do well, ſo we may be Men, when by 
# judicial Sentence we are puniſhed or re- 
warded for it : Bat we cannot be Men, an- 
teſs we have Humane Bodzes. St. Paul tells 
us, THAT WE MUST ALL APPEAR BE- 
FORE THE JUDGMENT-SEAT OF CHxisT, 
THAT EVERY MAN MAY RECEIVE THE 
5M THINGS 
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THINGS DONE IN His BODY, ACCORD= 
ING TO THAT HE HATH DONE, WHE= 
THER IT Be GooD Or Bap. And as 
we, aye to give an account for what we did in 
the Body ; ſo in the Bolly we ſhall pive an 
account, if it be reaſonable that we ſhould 
'be Men when we are puniſhed or rewarded 
for what we did when Men , it ſeems mach 
more reaſonable, that we ſhould be then the 
ſame Men : But we cannot be the ſame 
Men, unleſs we have the ſame Bodbes, 


CHAP. 
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CHAP, XII. 


Cannot here forbear with the Philoſo- 
pher, to cry out png, and with an 
Extaſie of Joy moſt willingly and gladly 
receive it. This certainly is a Reaſon 
which muſt be allowed, approved of and 
applauded by all: A Reaſoz, which de- 
ſerves the Inſcription of Capital Golden 
Letters ; and, as Job ſpeaks, To be gra- 
ven with an iron pen and lead in a rock 
for ever, Job 19. 2. Or, as the Prophet 
Jeremy expreſſes it, tho? in a different 
Senſe, To be written with a pen of iron, 
and the point a diamond, Fer. 11. 1x. This 
is that Reaſon which, being in love with, 
I do earneſtly contend for, and am very 
unwilling to loſe, Tus GREAT AND 
STANDING REASON OF THE REesur- 
RECTION, IN ALL AGES EMBRACED, 
AND COMMENDED BY AEL : Which tho? 
the Learned Anthor has been pleaſed to 
cenſure, condemn, and throw aſide as falſe 
and wntrue, and to give us no lefs than 
three Reaſons for his Juſtification ; yet 


here 
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here he fakes it up again ; and notwith- 
ſtanding his former Refledtions on it, give © 
it a new Reputation, and in his moſt 
ſtadied, refined, and 1a# Reaſons of this 
moſt important Dottrine of the Reſurretts- 
on recommends it to the World in the 
firſt place (as no doubt the Flower 
and Prime of all). Nay, what is more, 
he ſets it on the Foundation of an Infalli- 
ble Authority, (.2 Cor. 5.10.) which at 
preſent I ſhall wave, becauſe I deſign to 
conſider 4e-it at large in the latter Part 
of this Diſcourſe, induſtriouſly reſervi 
it, as the finihing and concluding Nail 
wherewith to ix the Dofrine, and render 
it immoveable. ; | 

There is (I confeſs) ſome Yariation 
in the Words, and Manner of Expreſſion ; 
but in the _ there is very little, or 
none at all ; it it be otherwiſe, I muſt 
openly confeſs my- Ipnorance : T appeal (in 
this as in other Caſes) to the [partial 
Reader. 1 always have, and ever will pay 
the LearnedAuthora ju#Deference andRe- \ 
gard, Thonoar and'admire him for his great. \ 
Worth, his vaſt Reading, and his roxaazg 
Tpxpupgra, his manifold Learnins, and I” | 
look upon it almoſt 'an Offence to differ | 
from him. But I hope he will pardon my 
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Preſumption, for I- cannot help it : And 
"tis no ſmall Comfort to me, tho? we for- 
merly differed, yet we are now perfealy 
agreed, (the Variation of a few Words 
only excepted) : What he calls negjoneble, 
I call eq«i/rable and juſt ; what he calls 
Marx, that I can underſtand no other 
than. his Sou! and Body united, (which 
are allowed by all to be the two Eſſential 
Parts of his Conſtitution) far my part, I 
ſee no other Difference. 'The Ancients 
and Moderz, and in a manner all Divines, 
(as has been above acknowledged, and 
proved at large) ſay, That the Reſar- 
rection is founded upon Juſtice; i.e, That 
the ſame Yody 1s to be- unite to the 
ſame Soul hereafter, that both may receive 
either Rewards or Puniſhments, according 
to their Merits or Demerits here. The 
Learned Author fays expreſly, That 'tis 
reaſonable we ſhould be Men when, we are 
puniſhed or rewarded for what we did when 
Mex. And further adds, That #t ſeems 
much more reaſonable that we ſhould be the 
ſame Men : Which to my Underſtanding 
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CG HA P.: XIV. 


Aving hitherto attempted the Vin- 
dication of this great Catholick 
D 


octrin, to give ſome ſatisfaction to the 
Objeftions brought againſt it, and to re- 
ſcue it from Captivity, Having alio. 
conſidered at large the Opinions of Ter- 
tull;ay to this purpoſe, and the three Rea- 
{ons aſſigned by the Learned DoQtor. 
That which remains now is to lay down 
fome conſiderations for the ſafeguard and 
Protection of it for the time to come,and I 
ſhall divide them into two ranks, vs; 
Conſiderations drawn from, 


Firſt, Reaſon. 
Secopdly, Scripture. 


I begin with the firſt, in order wheres 
unto I beg this as a modeſt Poſiulatum 
which I conceive cannot be denied me, 
verily there is a reward for the Righteous 
doubtleſs he is a God that Judgeth the 

Earth, the Judge of the whole Earth ef 
| H ; 
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ao Right, Gen. 18. 25. Juſtice is one of 
the moſt ſignal attributes of the Divine 
Nature, more frequently and eminently 
aſcribed unto him above the reſt 91 
Irs DIA 5s, Taſtice (lays the Heathen) 
# the Eye of God, he will and mult ſfoon- 
er or later render unto every May (without 
reſpe& of Perſon) according to his do- 
1Ngs. 


Fir, Now it is undeniable both from 
the frequent Aſſertions of So/omor and 0- 
ther- Holy Penmen, together with the 
univerſal Experience of all Ages; that 
| the courſe of it is interrupted, ſuſpended, 
darkened, nay inverted 1n the preſent ad- 
miniſtration of Aﬀairs here. Al things 
come alike to all, there is oze event to the 
Rizhteous, and to the Wicked, to the Good 
and to the clean and to the unclean, to him 
that Sacrificeth and to- him that Sacrificeth 
not, as is the Good ſo is the Sinner, and he 
that ſweareth as he that feareth an Oath, 
Eecl. y. 3. here juſt Men Periſh: in their 
Righteouſneſs and Wicked Men prolong their 
Lives in their Wickedneſs, Eccl. 7. 15, 
With a multitude of other Places to the 
ſame purpoſe. The matter of Fa&t has 
always appeared fo plain and viſible as 

that 
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that there has no attempt at any time 
been made againſt 1t ; but conſtantly al- 
lowed as an undoubted Aphoriſm, Upon 
all occaſions taken up and made the oz7- 
cry, the ſtumblins Block, the grand Ob- 
jection againſt Providence. It were an 
caſy matter to enlarge here ; and to report 
the loud and heavy Charges of the * Hea- - 
thens 1n this Argument as alſo the fre- 
quent - complaints of Holy Men + 
It may ſuffice to my purpoſe only to note 
how that the Wicked are ſo far trom bes 
ing treated according to their deſerts in 
this Life, as that the contrary for 
the mdſt part 1s beſtowed on them, they 
g0*away with the Riches, Pleaſures, Ho- 
nours, are accomodated with the proſpe- 
rity, pomp, and Grandure of the W orld.

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Secondly, Tisalſo certain that the Wick- 
edneſs of ſome is ſo ſaperlatively great, 
as that it cannot be ſufficiently puniſhed 
in this Lite, by all that can be inflicted on 
them, the repetition and accumulation of 
a multitude of Crimes, each of which is 
in its own nature and by the Law, Caps- 
zal, muſt be acknowledged too great to 
be compenſated by one ſingle Death, He 
that has ran through the whole Circle 
of Sin (as the caſe may be Stated) tho 
he be handled according to the ſevereſt 
Method, both of ſhame and puniſhments 
can make no equivalent or tolerable 1ſa- 
tisfation for the ſame: The firebrand of 
the World, who with the furys of Warhas 
deſtroyed Countrys,depopulated Nations, 
fent thouſands of Souls to the other World 
in their Blood and Sins, can make no 
{ſufficient attonement, by all that he can 
do or ſuffer here. 


Thirdly, nor is it leſs evident on the 0- 
ther ſide, that the good Man does not 
(I may fafely ſay) oftentimes cannot re- 
ceive ajuſt recompence for all his doings 
and ſufferings here;he is encompaſſed with 
ſo thick a Cloud of miſeries, that his 
whole Life 1s but one continued "_— 

wit 
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with hardſhips and difficulties, from the 
firſt to the laſt ſcene, the moſt doleful 
of Tragedies. Like the Poor Begger in the 
Goſpel, he has a full meaſure of evi/ 
things, is pinched with Cold, Hunger, 
Nakedneſs, boyls and ſinks under his 
complicated calamities : Or like the great 
Apoltle (2 Cor. 11.25, &c.) can give us 
a black Role of miſeries that have on e- 
very ide attended him thro the whole 
Race of his Life, and have been his inſe- 
parable Companions to the grave : this 
was more eſpecially the caſe of theſe de- 
vout Chriſtians that lived in the Frery 
days of Perſecution, and has been and 
will- always be, more or leſs, of Pious 
Souls to the World's end. 

Now if we refle& on theſe paſſages 
with a thorough, and ſerious confiderati- 
on, what concluſion can we poflible draw 
from hence ? Shall We take an occaſion 
upon this account as the Heathens have 
done, to arreign the Juſtice of Heaven, 
with open mouth to charge God fooliſhly, 
oras we find Holy Men ſometimes mut- 
tering. Tuſh | God hideth away his face, and 
he doth not ſee, there is no knowleage in the 
Almighty, then have T cleanſed my heart in 


vain, and waſhed my Hands in Innocency, 
H 3 is 
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it is vain to ſerve God, what profit is there 
in it, No,verily theſe are. logical and falſe 
inferences, from theſe irregularities and 
failures here, we muſt firmly conclude 
there is a time approaching, when the 
ſupreme Judge will ſet all things at rights, 
z.e, there is a Reſurrection, which 1s at- 
tended with impartial Juſtice to all, this 
I amfſure is the great uſe which the roy- 
al P/almiſt points at and direQts us to, P/al. 
94. 14,15. The Lord will not caſt off his 
People, neither will he forſake his inheritance, 
but Judgment ſhall return unto Righteouſaeſs. 
Tho now they are at a diſtance, yer they 
ſhall ſhake Hands and meet again, and - 
then the Wicked ſhall be puniſhed, and 
the Godly rewarded. | 

This I am ſure 15 the Improvement St. . 
Paul makes of it,2Theſ.1.5.where ſpeaking 
of the Perſecutions and T ribulations which 
the Saints endured, calls them a marife 
token of the Righteors Tudement of God, 
Not e$zus but rl ſug not an example 
but DemornFtration ; tho' now the Order 
of Juſtice be inverted, tho? the Wicked: 
which deſerve puniſhment are far from 
it, tho they proſper and triumph, are flo- 
riſhing and ſpreading like the Cedars 7 
Leban, and you that are well deferv- 


ing, 
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ing, are rudely and barbarouſly treated, 
you are to look on this as an undeniable 
evidence, that there is a day of review ap- 
proaching, when Juſtice {hall be done to 


all-; this is undeniably the meaning of 


- our Apoſtle here, as appears not only from 


the expreſſion but alſo ftromwhat follows, 
where he expatiates on the. Argument. 
That ye may be counted ewworthy of the Kjng- 
dom of God, for which ye alſo ſaffer ; ſeeing. 
it is a righteous thing with God to recompence 
tribulation to them that trouble you, and to. 
- you who are troubled reſt, when the Lord Je- 
ſrs ſhall be revealed from Heaven, with his 
mighty Angels in flaming Fire, taking Ven= 
geance on them that know not God, and obey 
not the Goſpel of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who 
ſhall be peers with ee Tow are 
from the preſence of the Lord, and from the 
Glory of his Power, when he ſhall come to 
be Glorified in his Saints, and to be admired 
#2 all them that believe in thayj day, The 
natural and genuine Interpretation of 
which Place can be no other than if the 
Apoſtle had faid, Have but alittle patience . 
and the ſcene will be inverted, thoſe who af- 
flick and perſecute you ſhall pay dearly for it, 
and you that now fuffer ſhall be gloriout- 


ly rewarded at the Reſurrection of all, 
| which - 
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which 1s deſigned for Juſtice to all Men, 
and to every part of Mar. 


Laſtly, From the foregoing experiences 

* (which muſt be allowed) there can no 
inference be thought on more reaſonable 
than that which the ſame A poſtle haselſe- 
where repeated, Ads 17.30. That God 
hath appointed a Day in which he will Jadge 
the World in Righteouſneſs. 

For the farther improvement of the 
Argument, I think fitto recommend in 
the next place thoſe various Parables in 
the Goſpel ſo often mentioned ; of the 
Labourers, of the Talents, of the Huſ- 
bandmen ; For "tis undeniable that all 
theſe havea manifeſt tendency to the bu- 
{ineſsin hand. All theſe are to be confi- 
dered, and according to their behaviour 
treated, upon the Returz of the great 
Lord at the end of the Day, and of their 
Work, mall which we have a ſpecial 
and exa&t Account of every Mar's re- 
compence according to his Works ; Tu- 
ſfice 1n all the proceedings being made 
the /farding Rule and Meaſure, and the 
Reſarrefion, the unalterable time, and 
ſo by conſequence appoſitely anſwers our 
preſent deſign, Inall theſe caſes we _ 
[7 3 he 
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the repeated Declaration of that great 
Judge, that he will give to all what he 
Promiſed, what is Right, what proper- 
ly belongs unto him. He that hid his 
1 aleat meets with a hard but equitable 
Doom ; He that improved it is advan- 
ced: In a word, the Loiterer ( eo z0m- 
ze) is puniſhedas ſuch, and the faithful 
Labourer is. promoted. 'The treatment 
of all here is proportioned to their for- 
mer doings and defervings. 50 we find 
it exprelly noted by 'St. Lake 19. 17. He 
who had received five pounds, and by his 
induſtry had gained five more, is kindly 
received with the Character of a goodand 
faithfal Servant, and becauſe of his ten 
pounds, has Authority given him over 
ten Cities ; and fo with proportion in the 
next example, He. whoſe Pound had 
gained five, has a ſuitable command over 
tive Cities. 
© Nor have weleſs evidence of the point 
in hand, from theRewards,theWages,theRe- 
compenſe of reward; which are Phraſes that 
ever and anonoccur in Holy Writ. All theſe 
are well known to be metaphorical and 
relative terms ; and therefore for a. right 
underſtanding , neceſſarily direct us to 
the Correlative; and that can be no _— 
oz oe; Mena __ 
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than the whole Man : All his Actions, 
all his Deeds, all his Merits, ſhall be ta- 
ken into conſideration ; the Trafhck of 
his whole life is brought upon examina- 
tion, and accordingly he {hall recewe the 
returns of them ; at the ſetled time of 
the Reſurrection. | 

Nor may we omit the diverſities and de- 
grees of Rewards and Puniſhments, which 
attend the Bodies of Men in the other 
World,and can refult from nothing butJ«- 

ftice;For as it is the eſſence of it to take care 
to Puniſh the Evil Doer, and toReward 
the Man of Merit: Soisitnoleſs to dil- 
pence both with reſped to the deſervings 
of either. This is the Method of all 

Tribunals here below, and is induſtriouſly 
obſerved (as himſelf has aſſured us) by 
the Judge above. | 

To this purpoſe all Governments .have 
provided great varieties of all kinds, to 
anſwer the infinite caſes that come before 
them, and how plentitully in this the Sz- 
pream Governour is accommodated, the 

Magna Chir:a of Heaven will not ſuffer us 

to be ignorant, _ 

Foraſmuch then as there are in that 
everlaſting Dungeon below different Sta- 
tions, or at leaſt Puniſhments provided 
for 


.._* 
- for ſuch as ſhall by a dreadful Sentence 
be fixed there; of which (to paſs by all 
others) the tremendous woes pronoun- 
ced againſt Coraziz and Capernaum, 
Tire and Sidon, the outer darkneſs and 
greater Damnation are undeniable eviden- 
ces; it roundly follows that the . hand of 
Juſtice 15 conſpicuous in all this: On 
the other ſide, foraſmuch as there are 
. many manſions, higher and lower places of 
Honour and Glory prepared for the Bo- 
dies of the Saints in the Empyrean Hea- 
ven, Of the truth of which we are ſo 
abundantly ſecured, as that it would be a 
wok fupererogation to attempt the proof. 
| We areby all the Rules of Reaſoz and 
Logick to make the ſame concluſion as 
heretofore ; ir being ſcarcely poſſible to 
derive it from - any other cauſe. If the 
Bodies of the 'T'welve Apoſtles (for the 
promiſe cannot be applied to their Souls 
only, becauſe it is tobe made good after 
the ReſurreCtion, and at the Day of 
Judgment) are herealiter to be ſeated up- 
on Twelve Thrones, as Judges and A4ſ- 
ſefſors of The Twelve Tribes of Trac), 1. e, 
'Of all Mankind. It the Soxs of Zebe- 
dee; the Martyr'd Saints,fome ofthoſe of 
the higheſt form {hall 6! thoſe immediate 
we places 
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places of the Right Haxd, and of the Lefz 
Hand of Chriſt of his Kingdom. It the 
eminent Chriſtians in the Geztife World 
{ſhall come from. the Eaſt and from the 
Weft,and take theirPlaces next to Abraham, 
Tſaac , and Jacob , the. great Patriarchs 
of the Promiſe. If thoſe that have beatex 
down their Bodies, and brought them 
into ſubjeicton (by their unwaried wre- 
ſtling with the Fleſh have obtained a 
Victory over it here ) ſhall receive the 
advantage thereof in their Exaltation 
above : if (as the Apoſtle ſpeaks) Eve- 
ry Man or receive his own Reward accord- 
zng to his Labour, 1 Cor. 3.8. it thoſe 
that have done and ſuffered more in this 
Life ; are carried on and encouraged there- 
to, from an infallible aſſurance of a ſuita- 
ble Retaliation : That is to ſay, of an em- 
minent and proportionable Recomperce at 
the ReſurreQion ofthe Juſt ; It isI think 
to any Man who will not ſhut his Eyes 
againſt the Light, a Plain Caſe , viz. in 
all this the Jz/fice of God 1s ſignal and 
conſpicuous. | | | 
_ Hithertend the advancements of Glory 
appropriated and applied by the Anci- 
ents and Schoolmen to three ſorts of Men ; 
more eſpecially, 

Fir#, 
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Firſt, Tothe famous Preachers of the 
Goſpel, who with the great Apoſtle did 
very gladly ſpend and were ſpent, laboured 
more abundantly in the Vineyard. Of 
the truth of this there can be nodoubr, 
| ſince Trath it ſelf has aſſured us, That 
they that be wife ſhall ſhine as the brightneſs 
of the Firmament, and they that turn ma- 
ny to Righteouſneſs as the Stars. for ever 
and ever, Dan. ult. 3. And that the Righ- 
teous ſhall ſhine forth as the Sun in the 
Kingdom of the Father, Mat. 13. 43. 
And this 1s farther and more fully con- 
firmed in the above mentioned promiſe 
of Twelve Thrones to the firſt Heralds of 
the Goſpel. 


Secopaly, Toſuch as have kept them- 
ſelves unſpotted from the Fleſh , have 
adorned their Converſation with Purity 
and Chaſtity, and have faught Valiantly 
and Victoriouſly in this Warfare, This 
1s aſſerted by the Prophet [/aiah, in a loft- 
ty and Rhetorical ſtrain, (as his cuſtom 
is) Chap. 54. 4,5. Thus ſaith the Lord 
unto the Eunuchs that keep my Sabbaths, 
and chuſe the things that pleaſe me, and take 
hold of my Covenant, even to them will I 
give in mine Houſe, aud withia my Walls, 
| a Place 
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a Place and a Name, better thaw of Sons 
and of Danghters:. I will give them an 
Everlaſting Name that ſhall not be cut off. 
This is alluded to by our Bleſſed Saviour, 
Mat. 19.12. and emphatically noted by 
St. John, Rev. 14. 4. wherethoſe pure 
Virgins that were not deſiled with Women 
are repreſented, dignified with extraor- 
dinary marks of Glory above others, v. 5. 
They ſung a New Song which no Man could 
learn, they were admitted to follow rhe 
Lamb whitherſoever he goeth, and are cal- 
led expreſly zhe firſt Fruits unto God and 
unto the Lamb. | 


Thirdly, The Noble Army of Martyrs, 
who have chearfully for the teftimony 
of the Faith and a good Conſcience, ſut- 
tered the moſt cruel Torments that 
Men or Devils could inflict grven their 
Bodies to they Wild Beaſts and to the 
flames. 

There can be no diſpute of the truth of 
this point neither, foraſmuch as that it is 
confirmed by the teſtimony of the infallible 
Spirit which aſſigns an eminency of happi- 
neſs to thoſe that were flain for the Word of 
God, and for the teſtimony which they held, 
white robes were given unto them,Rev.6.9,10. 
And 
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And poſitively pronounces theR#9/t hand, 
| * and Left hand, the principal places in the 
Kingdom of Heaven to belong to thoſe 
that have drank of Chriſt's Cup, and 
been Baptiſed with his Baptiſm , Mar. 
20. 22, To this purpole excellent 1s the 
animadverſion of St, Auguſtine, Videbimus 
in illo regno in corporibus Martyrum vulne- 
rum Cicatrices, que pro Chriſti nomine 
pertulerunt non enim deformitas in eis, ſed 
dipnitas erit & quedam quamwvis in corpore 
non corporis ſed virtutis pulchritado fulgebit. 
Civ. Det 1. 19.C. 3. 

We ſhall fee in Heaven in the Bodies of the 
Martyrs, the marks of thoſe wounds which 
they received for Chriſt's ſake ; and theſe 
will be no deformity, but an honoar to them ;, 
the Beauty of their Graces will gloriouſly 
ſhine forth through theſe impreſſions. And 
| again this great Father tq the ſame pur- 
poſe has nored, Iz cicatricibus Martyrum, 
ſole fulgidioribus extabit Martyr ii glorioſti- 
mum Monumentum, non autem ullunm cor- 
poris glorificath, dehoneſtamentunm. Civ. 
Dei, 1. 6. 22. cap. 19. Iz the Scars of the Bo- 
| dies of the Martyrs, brighter than the Sup, 
ſhall ſhine forth the moſt glorious Trophy of 
Martyrdom, Weall allow 1: for the Ho- 
nour and Reputation of a Souldier to 

ſhew 
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ſhew the Foot/teps of thoſe wounds which 
he received in fighting valiantly for his 
King and Countrey. 
And indeed this Confideration makes 
this Opinion very probable ; *tis gene- 
rally admitted by the Schools and others, 
and in the main, cannot be denied ; and 
in my apprehenfion does not a little con- 
tribute to the ſupport of that DoQtrine 
which is our buſineſs to eſtabliſh ; 
If the Bodies of ſome of the Saints 
in Heaven ſhall be ſzenalized with 
Characters of Advancement of Glory, 
they are certainly capable of Rewards, 
For the farther improvement of the 
argument , I deſire that it may be ob- 
ſerved, how that the Reſurrection and 
Judgment are.ſo interwoven and twiſted 
rogether, as that the one cannot be ſepa- 
rated from the other ; *tis a truth which 
neither can nor will be denied ; that the 
one 1s1n order tothe other: And as at 
the Aſſizes here below, when the Court 
4s ſet, the Perſons concerged are brought 
trom Preſoz to the Bar, in order to their 
Trials : So 'it isin this laſt and general 
Aſſize, the Supream Judge ſends out his

And without doubt the Aerea/ Noti- 
ons derived from the ſchool of Plato led 
the moſt Learned Orzger aſide in his DoQ- 
Tine about the Reſurre&tion, upon this 
account it was that the Jews inthe Days of 
the Maccabees enatted a prohibition againſt 
Philoſophy,and the known charaGter that 
Tertullian givesthem (Petriarchas Heveti- 
coram) can be derived from no other 
cauſe. Ne? baht nh 
Of. this ſtamp (if T miſtake not) is the 
Philoſophy before us, Falariows and De- 
ceiffal (as 1 have above Repreſented it,) 
and therefore we ought to be carefal, and 
fearful of it ; the ſureſt way not tobe en- 
tangled with it, is mw it alide ; What, 
tho the ſubtile Philoſopher , urge me 
with a Sylogiſm which T am not able 
to Anſwer, nor, (as 1s by him ingeniouſ- 
-ly confeſfſed)himſelfneirther ? What;tho he 
by his Logtck entangles me in a diffical- 
ty which 1s not cafily eſfoyled ? Tam not- 
withſtanding all his Q#zrks tobe tenaceous 
of that Truth, which I have all the Rea- 
= rs os xp rerberra 
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ſon in the World {except his Fallacy) to 
believe. When the Philoſopher urged a 
{trong and as was ſuppofed an irreſiſtable 
Argument againft Motion, the Reſpon- 
dent gave him a ſufficient Anſwer and 
confutationby his Walking. TheCaſe comes 
home, the Body 1s exprz{ly fummoned to 
appear and muſt be concluded a Party, 
notwithſtanding all that the Philoſopher 
has to fay againſt it. 

The Sophiſter then here labours in the 
Fire, all his deceitful Logic will never be 
able to perſwade Men of underſtanding 
that the Body is barely the inſtrument of 
the Soul, tis (as he has been often told) 
a Part, an eſſential Part, the one haff of 
the Man, which as ſuch 1s properly and 
direQtly concerned in the Negotiations 
Traffick and AQtions of this State of Pro- 
bation,and ſounavoidably intereſted in the 
account and as a Party together with the 
Soul to Anſwer for all; and to ſtand or 
fall accordingly. | 

Tis not to be denyed that our Senſes are 
the great inletts of Sin , and therefore 

ht to be allowed the proper Subjets 
of Puniſhment, in order whereunto tis 
obſervable how that the greateſt part of 
the Togments. of Hell which we find 
| I 4 men- 
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raentioned in its Black Catalogue feein in 
a peculiar and proper manner to be marked 
qut, and intended to this very Purpoſe, 
as moſt Offenſive and difpleaſing-to them : 
For example here is Darkzeſs, than which 
nothing can be more offenſive to the 
Sight, and to make it full here is ater 
Darkneſs; Ts Fire injurious to the Touch ? 
Here tis with a W:#neſs moſt frequently 
aſſigned as the greateſt ſevereſt Part of 
Hell. And that the Smell ſhould not 
eſcape ſcotfree, here is an addition of 
Brimſtone. 

And farther to affeQ the' Organs of 
ſeeing and hearing ; there are two other 


- Puniſhments exprelly. aſſigned to- the - 


Damned, viz. weeping and wailing, which 
(unleſs we will interpret all thele Meta- 
phorically, contrary to the Judgment of 
all) muſt be applyed to the Boay. In a 
Werd,the Argument is clearly on our ſide, 
it being the Doctrine of all (without ex- 
ception) that there are in that Dungeon 
below, Puniſhments provided for and ap- 
propriated to bath Parts. 

Laſtly, The elaborate. "Treatiſe of the 
Learned Author ſeems to me a full An- 
{wer and confutation of- the Obje(tions. 
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He has proved the Reſurreftion of the 
ſameBoay from the AntidiluvianPatriarchs, 
the Jews, the Abiſſuaes,  Peravians,', Pruſ- 
ftans, Braſilians, .' &c.. ----- from all- the 
Heathens-----' he has proved 1t to, -haye- 
been the Doctrine of the Primitive - Fa 
thers; of the Councils.; of, the Creeds ;-of 
| the Scriptures : Anfwered all: the Ob- 
jections againſt it, and can it be ſup- 
poſed that he ſhould take ſo mnch pains 
to no purpoſe, does he in all this Lear- 
ned undertaking contend ae /aa Caprina? 
It muſt be confeſſed and allowed no- 
thing leſs if the Bodly be barely an 7 
ſftrament, a Machine; if it be not Sex- 
ſibles Materiam ſuper abat 9pm, certainly.he 
has ſtooped his noble Pen to too ignoble 
a Subject, he might ery well have ſpa- 
red his Labour: 'Vo what end ſhould 
the ſame Body ariſe if it never were ca- 
pable of doing Good or Evil, neither 
can be of Rewards or Puniſhments ? 

No verily, by this accompliſhed Work, .. 
he has obliged the World, and done 
the Church good Service, effectually 
Proclaimed aloud the Truth, which is 
here contended for. The Reſurrection of

 Porif our reaſon of the ReſurreQion 
receive any countenance from the Sacred 
Oracles ; its above the ſbock of the Philoſo- 
pher, and canno more be impreſſed by 
all his Notions, than the Creation of the 
World couldbe overturned by the known 
Axiom of the great Stagyrite, ex nihilo 
nihil fit, out of Nothing Nothing can be 
made, | 
I begin with two noted Authorities of 
our Saviour, which becauſe of a near af- 
finiry to each other, I ſhall join here in 
one : That of our Saviour in his Sermonon 
the Mount, Mat. 5. 3o. together with 
that of the Twelve Apoitles when he 
avethem their Commnſſion, and inſtru- 

| Red them in their Duty, Maz. 10. 28. For 
if thy Right Eye offend thee, pluck it out and 
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ca# it from thee ; for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy Members ſhould periſh, and 
zot thy whole Body ſhould be cat into Hell:

And in the Second, Fear not them which 
kill the Body, but are not able to kill the 
Soul, but rather fear him which is able to de- 
feroy both Body and Soul in Hell ---- 1n both 
which places we are again and again aſſu-:

Souls are liable to the Puniſhments of Hell, 
unleſs we can imagine that Chrift here in- 
tended to alarm the World with a Bru- 
tum fulmen, an ineffectual Threat (which 
is moſt impious to conceive.) To what 
purpoſe ſhould he give ſuch frequent ad- 
vertiſements as thoſe, it Heli were not 
to be the Portion of evil Bodies ? 

The caſting into Hell and deſtroying 17 
Hell are applied to Bodies ; it can be un- 
derſtood- in no other Senſe but as a com- 
mination or affirmation, that they ſhall 
be doomed upon their 'miſcarriages here 
to the ſevereſt; Torments in that Region

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If Men do not pluck out their Right 
Eyes, cut off their Right Hand they are 
in danger of implunging the whole 1 in the 
Lake thatburns with Fire. +: 6:

The Third and next. Text is Rey. 20. 


12, 13. 1 ſaw the Dead, ſmall and great 
ſtand before God, and the Books were opened ; 
and another Book was opened, which « the 
Book of Life, and the Dead were Judged 
out of theſe things which were Written inthe 

-  _ Books, 
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Books, and the Sea gave up the Dead which 
were in it, and Death and Hell deliver'd up 
the Dead which were in them, and they were 
Judged every Man according t0 their Works. 

In this Viſion St. John repreſents the 
general ReſurreQion, under the popular 
Scheme of a grand Afſize (with alluſj- 
on in all probability to the like paſſages 
of the Prophets Daniel and Malachy, Dan, 
7. Io, Mal, 3. 16.) at which time rhe 
Books of Records, containing the Indi- 
ments and Charges of thoſe Summoned 
to appear, are produced, faithiully Read 
and Examined : And as theſe are tound, 
fo do the Perſons at the Bar, either 
ſtand or fall: Even fo is it to all intents 
and purpoſes at the Reſurrection, tho 
there will be no real Written Books of Re- 
2iſters, but the Metaphorical ones of God's 
Omniſcience, and every Man's Conſcience 
(which carries in it the whole Work of 
the Court,all the Officers of it) we are here- 
by infallibly ſecured of the Accuracy of 
Juſtice in all the Proceecings. 

Every Line and Clauſe of this Text 
affords us ample evidence of the Doctrine 
we contend for : As the Bodies of all Men 
ſhall ariſe to be: brought to Judgmenr, 
ſo ſhall all their Attions be laid open, 
carefully Scanned, Weighed and Exa- 
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amined, to makethe Sentence Righteous. 
Of which the Books {that is, the Ac- 
counts, Charges, and Works contained 
in them) are the unvariable Meaſure and 
Rale ipviolably to be obſerved by the Su- 
preme Judge in the final Determinations 
of all Men. Now that the force of the 
Argument of this Text may not be elu- 
ded, Ideſfire the Reader to conſider theſe 
three Remarks. 


Firſt, The Dead are raiſed in order 
to their Tryal, and therefore muſt by all 


be allowed in a ſpecial manner concer- 
ned. 


Secondly, tis ſaid expreſly that the Dead 
were Judged, which cannot be referred 
to the Souls of Men {which are Immor- 
tal, no ways ſubject to Death in the 
Senſe here) it muſt therefore by an un- 
avoidable neceſſity be underſtood of the 
Bodies, and ſo by conſequence all the Bu- 
ſineſs of this Judgment , from firſt to 
the laſt, both the Works and Remune- 
ration faſtned here.

Fourthly, After theſe T cannot paſs by 
that of Feb, 6, 10, God #, not Un- 
righteous, to forget your Work and Labour 
$ Love in Miniſtrins to the Saints, For 
our encouragment in well doing, the A- 
poſtle directs us, to caſt our Eyes on the 
recompence of reward which ſhall aftead 
good and charitable Men at Iaft, and ſe- 
Cures us in this, that Righteouſneſs (which 
1s the ſame with Juſtice) ſhall be the 
ſtandard of it, and clearly implies that 
if God ſhould forget,” ſhould not recom- 
penſe the Saint according to his Works, 
he would be Unrighteous. | 

Fifthly, Nor may we omit that in- 
fallible aſſurance which we have received 
from the Mouth of our Bleſſed Saviour 
im that full Place Mar. 25. 31. &c. where 
we havealarge Account of theReſurreQie 
on and Judgment, together with the Me- 
thod, Rule, and Reaſons of both.

the Puniſhment, and tho? in the adverſe 
Part, when the welcome Invitation is gi- 
ven, Come ye Bleſſed of my Father inherit 
the Kjngdom, &c. For I was an Hungred 
and ye gave me Meat .... {ome Divines of 
the Reformation, will not have it here 
to ſignifie the Cauſe but the Conſequence, 
toavoid the Force of the Argument for 
Meritoriouſneſs ' of good Works , which 
ſeems to me a very ſtrange Diſtinfticy 
(and as I conceive in the preſent Caſe al- 
together needleſs) for God may, ought, 
and will reward us for our good Works ; 
not for any real Merit of condignity in 
them, but becauſe he hath been pleaſed 
out of his Goodneſs and Bounty, to give 
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us his Graciows' Promiſes ſo to do, and up- 
on this account is obliged tomakegood his 
Word ; but be this how it-will, ſomuch 
is certain, and muſt be acknowledged by 
all, it is the main drift and deſign of our 
Bleſſed Saviour in the whole Diſcourſe, 
torepreſent our Attions here donein the 
Body , to be the Square and Meaſure of 


'thar Judgment which ſuitably ſhall attend 


both Body and Soal hereafter, 


Sixthly,  After.all this I might here call 


-1n to ourAſfiſtance,the profeſs d Argument 


of thei Apoſtle, - x: Cor. 15. on the pre- 
ſent Subje&t ; but'T have conſidered this 
in the beginning of this Diſcourſe : I ſhall 
therefore now diſmiſs it with a Remark, 
or two.. As, Firzt, How he repreſents 
the ReſurreQtion, as the Baſis of Chri- 


ſtian Religion: He ſecures us of the cer- 


tainty of it, diſplays for our Comfort 
the Glorious Qualities of Bodies then : En- 
courages us to perſevere in doing Good 
here, from an aſſurance that our Labour 
will ot be in vain hereafter ; intimating 
.1n the Expreſſion by an elegant pewas 
a molt tranſcendent incomparable Re- 
ward: Which muſt of Neceſlity be ap- 


 plyed. to the Body, whereunto the deſign 
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of the whole Chapter tends-: For it muſt 
be: acknowledged by all, the main End 
of it; Now-the Reaſon of all, can reſult 
from no other Principle, or at leaft none 
ſo conſiderable as this, viz. That we have 
to do with a God who will Reward every Man 
according to his Work ; which fully comes 
up to whart'T am to prove. 

Can any one imagine that there would 
be fo —_ ado abour. our Bodtes, if they 
were not capable of an exalted injoyment 
in Heaven? No verily, we may depend 
upon the Truth of the contrary - the 
Philoſopher ſay what he-pleaſes) far the 
ſame Apoſtle has efewhere aſſigned this 
as the Reaſonof it, Phil, 3. laſt, God ſhall 
change our vile Body, that it may be faſbioned 
like unto his glorious Boay ; becauſe our Con- 
werſation is in Heaven, Our Citizenſhip lies 
there ; weare free of that Jer«/alem above, 
and- this Argelical Alteration 1s in order 
to our [zveſtiture inta all. the unſpeakable 


Privileges of it. 


In ſhort, the tendency of the whole 
Chapter reſolves it ſelf into this. That 


Chriſtians, notwithſtanding all the dif- 


couragments in the way, ought to go on 
with reſolution and chearfulneſs in the 
diſcharge of their Duty,upon the —__—_ 
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of a Reſarrettion; when their , Boates as 
well as their Souls fhall receive a recom- 
pence for all; and if this be the Caſe of 
the Saint (as 1t is here plainly and fully re- 
preſented) what the'State and condition of 
the Siner will be upon his Reſurredtion 
we may eaſily conclude, not only from 
the Topick of contraries, but alſo becauſe 
he is to bring Ins Works along with him 
to the Tudo ment-Seat , and according to 
thete ſhall receive his Sentence of him, 
who will, muſt, and can do no other, 
than Judze the World in Righteonſneſs. 


Seventhly, T ſhall mention but one Text 
more, 2 Cor. 5. 10. For WE MUST ALL 
APPEAR BEFORE THE JUDGMENT-SEAT 
or CHRIST, THAT EVERY MAN MAY 
RECEIVE THE THINGS DONE. IN HIS 
Bopy ACCORDING TO WHAT HE HATH 
DONE, WHETHER IT BE GOOD OR BAD. 
This 6s the very Scripture which the 
lkearned:- Author alledges for the confirma- 
tion of his Reaſon for the Refurre&ion, 
viz, That as we are Men when we do Well, or 
Sin, So tis reaſonable that we ſhould be Men, 
when we are Rewarded or Puniſhed for it. 
Which, as was intimated betore, is the 
ſame Dofrin with ours, | 
DN STns : And 
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And this is that invidius Cunzens, that 
invincible Fort which can never be taken, 
., which will and muſt maintain the great 
ftanding reaſonof the ReſurreQtion againſt 
the Afaults of thePhiloſopher,being above 
them all. This is that Place which we have 
induftrioufly reſervedas the laſt and ſureſt 
Nail, to, fix the Dodtrine, and render it 
immoveable : This is that place which ex- 
preſſes and proclaims it as loudly and 
plainly as Letters, Words, and Syllables can 
do it. | 
I do not ſee how *tis poſſible for any 
one (that is not irrefiſtibly perverſe) to 
avoidthe torce of it, - .For here our Bo- 
dies are cited before this Tribunal, and all 
the Adtions of our Lives are brought 
with them, to be reviewed, ſcanned over, 
fentenced andJudged; all the aCtions of all 
forts of Men, . without exception --- whe- 
ther Good or Bad. And the propzr wa- 
ges of either 1s to be given accordingly, 


and that in ffatu compoſito, tbe whole Man, 


his Body as well as Soul. Thereare a mul- 
titude of Elegancies obſervable in the 
words, the chief of which I cannot for- 
bear to note. As,

Secondly, We have here the manner; of 
it, ſignificantly ſet out io the 1azam of the 
word queen m, Appear clearly as in the 
Lizht, maniteſtly to be laid open in every 
part, all that ever was done in the Body 
muſt appear with it. | 

Thirdly, The w# ha F ow4uglO. as ſome 
Copies read it; the Body js brought to 
anſwer for the proper things it did here, 
and ea que corpori debentar, as another of 
the Learned has Paraphraſcd ir : Ihe Bo- 
dy ſhall receive the things which are dze, 
which of right belong. unto i; Scat 
Juſtitia dicitur, ſuum cuiq;, dare, as ano- 
ther of the Criticks comments it ; and 
this is the very nature of Juſtice,that eve- 
ry Body ſhall have the proper Reward which 
# exactly ſuitable tg bis work, And congru-. 
enter ad id quod gefſit, as another of no 
{mall Reputation has given us the ſenſe 
of it : The Judgment of every Body ſhall 
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be rongruoms and correſpondent to his aQi- 
ons. We ſee the main inditment is a- 
pinſt the Body, and all the deeds done 
m the former Life are applied to it, and 
according to theſe it is we are either to 
ftand or fall. 

Fourthly, *Tts farther to be noted how 
that St. Paul expreſſes himſelf by a Trope 
a Metonymie of the Canſe for the Effect, 
the Works for the Wapes, the things Doze 
in the Body, for what is Dae unto them 
And if this benot plainly enough expreſt 
toremove all ſcruples, cavils, doubts and 
gain-ayings we havehere, | 

 Leftly, The Reaſon of all this aſſigned 
by the infallible Spirit, ---- TyaT every 

MAN MAY RECEIVE THE THINGS DONE 
IN HIS Body, ACCORDING TO WHAT HE 
HAS DONE, WHETHER IT BE GOOD OR 
Bap.... Which ſounds to me, as if the 
Apoſtle had ſaid, To this wery end, to 
this wery intent, for this very Jarpofe for 
this very reaſon, The Proceſs of the Day 
of Judgment requires the appearance 

of our Bodies, as well as Souls, that Juſtice 
may be done to both. I can make 
no'other conſtruction of it. That every 

Man may receive the things done in the Bod 

according to what he has done, whether it fl 

Good or Bad. Upon 
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' Upon the whole I declare, thatever 

fince I met with the ObjeQions of the lear- 

ned Author againſt it, I have beea ſcarce- 

ly able to_put.the thoughts of it out of: 
my Head ; and the more I conſidered. it, 
the more I am in love with, the more I 

am eſtabliſhed init: And whereas the 

Learned Author would enervate, throw 

it aſide, and make it no reaſon at all ; I. 
on the contrary muſt confeſs (beſide the 

will and pleaſure of God) that I look on 

it, as the firſt and great Reaſon of theRe- 

ſurreQon : I do give it the ſupremacy and 

precedericy to all others. I mult freely ac- 

knowledge, that I cannot, after my ut- 

moſt ſearch and inquifition, poſſibly find 

out any Reaſon that can pretend to 'equal: 
or rival it, that canſtand 1n. compet:tion 
withit. The Reſarrection 1s 1n order to 

Jadgment, and Judgment and Juſtice here 

are all one. 

I cannot for my heart Divine upon 
what other Account but this, the Reſar-. 
reftion of the ſame Body, {ſhould be ſocon- 
ſtantly by all the Ancients contended for, 
and expreſly aſſerted, ReſurrefFionis vocabu- 
Ium non aliam rem vinaicat quam que recit- 
dit.

-T will not dwell upon this, nor light a 
Candle to "the Sun ; but refer you to the 
Elaborate Treatiſe of Dr. Beaumont on the

\Now- I defire the Philoſopher to give 
me areaſon of this Doctrine of which the 

Ancients have been {o teza.e. us; Why this 

Body, why this Fleſh must ariſe? (for *tis 

but equal that I ſhould give him a gueſtioz

which will inevitably implunge Both, in 
everlaſting Torments,in the greatand ter- 
rible Day, when they ſhall be again uni- 
ted, to the intent that they may be [b4- 
rers inthe Wages, who have been Corfe- - 
derates in the Work. 
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
